BEIRUT, Sept 23 (Agencies) — Amin 
Gemayel, a moderate politician from the 
Christian Phalangist Party, was sworn in 
Thursday as the new president of Lebanon. 
Gemayel pledged to uphold Lebanon’s rela- 
tions with Arab states, its membership of the 
Arab League and its adherence to the United 
Nations Charter. 

The 40-year-old Gemayel took the oath of 
office before parliament as the first unit of a 
multinational peacekeeping force raced to 
the Israeli-occupied Mediterranean capital to 
shield Palestinian refugees against further 
massacres. 

The handsome Gemayel, with a white 
summer suit and a black necktie, raised his 
right arm and read in a resonant voice at 
parliament the following 14-word oath in 
Arabic: “I swear by God Almighty to respect 
the constitution and laws of the Lebanese 
nation and safeguard the independence and 
territorial integrity of the homeland.” 

' Thus at exactly 1 1:53 am. local time (0953 
GMT), the elder son of Phalangist Party 
founder Pierre Gemayel, one of the 
architects of Lebanon’s independence, 
became president of Lebanon just nine days 
after the assassination of President-elect 
Bashir Gemayel, Pierre’s younger son. 

A 21 -gun salvo boomed around the 
Lebanese Military Academy in suburban 
Fayyadieh, five kilometers east of Beirut, as 
he read the oath at the academy’s auditorium 
in the presence of parliament, the diplomatic 
corps and U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s 
special Middle East envoy Philip C. Habib. 

A portrait of his slain brother, Bashir, bung 
over the’rostrum as Amin read the oath. He 
succeeded President Elias Sarkis at the lead- 
ership helm of a nation ravaged by eightyears 
of civil warfare. 

“Lebanese citizens, we are facing 
destiny- making challenges that have to be 
confronted and I am determined to discharge 
my full duties in leading the salvation 
march” said Gemayel in his first policy 
statement after assuming the presidency. 

Beirut blast 
injures thirty 

BEIRUT, Sept. 23 (R) — A Lebanese 
Army depot containing ammunit ion left 
behind by Palestinian commandos blew up in 
East Beirut Thursday, injuring a large 
number of people and causing panic as shells 
and bombs scattered across neighboring 
streets. 

Security sources said at least 30 persons 
had been injured. A Lebanese soldier at the 
scene arid he believed some men on the spot 
must have been killed. The sources said the 
explosion occurred accidentally as soldiers 
were moving some of the ammunition. . 

Hie radio station of the rightwing Phalan- 
gist Party, whose militia dominates East 
Beirut said the depot had contained 800 tons 
of ammunition and rockets. 

“People thought it was Israeli planes 
bombing ” one shopkeeper said.

TEL AVTV. Sept. 23 (Agencies) — Cen- 
trist politicians were Thursday debating the 
possibility of putting forward former Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizmann as an alternative 
leader to bitterly-attacked Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

Weizmann is a former Begin cabinet minis- 
ter and is a bitter foe of Gen. Ariel Sharon. 
He became a close confidant of president 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt and is also regarded as 
one of the architects of the Camp David set- 
tlement. 

Centrist politicians within the ruling coali- 
tion majority were also concerned about 
former Energy Minister Yitzhak Berman 
who resigned from the government Wednes- 
day in protest over government refusal to. 
conduct an official inquiry into the Beirut 
massacre. They were joined by young deputy 
(Liberal Likud) Dror Zeirman who wants the 
Israeli Army to quit the “Beirut quicksands.” 

Following Wednesday’s turbulent session 
of the Knesset, unprecedented since Begin 
became prime minister in May, 1977. press 
criticism of the government has remained 
harsh, with The Jerusalem Post describing the 
Beirut massacre as Begin’ s “Watergate”. 

* Weizmann has remained prudently silent 
about his supporters' belief that be might be 
an answer to Begin. There are still no clear 
details on what land of inquiry into the mas- 
sacre, as promised by Begin in the Knesset 
debate, will be held. The press charged that 
Begin had arranged a compromise with the 
different small religious parties in his coali- 
tion by promising to complete an inquiry 
within three weeks, but he said nothing about 
this to the Knesset. 

Newspapers attacked this deal on the 
grounds that it was motivated by Begin's wish 
to avoid an early parliamentary election 
which be might lose.

Saud in Jordan 

AMMAN. Sept. 23 (SPA) — King Hussein 
of Jordan received Thursday Saudi Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal to discuss 
recent development in the region.

Meanwhile, Begin was trying to patch up 
his coalition government Thursday after 
quelling a revolt over demands for a full 
inquiry. His first tasks were to replace Yit- 
zhak Berman and the chief civilian adminis- 
trator of the Israeli-occupied West Bank who 
had also resigned. 

No details of Begin's talks with Israeli offi- 
cials were disclosed. But newspapers said 
Yitzhak Modal, a minister without portfolio, 
was expected to take over as energy minister. 

Begin staved off further defections during 
a stormy Knesset (parliament) debate Wed- 
nesday by pledging to come up with proposals 
for some form of investigation into the affair 
in a few weeks. But the promise appears to 
have failed to satisfy demands from a wide 
cross-section of the Israeli public for a full- 
scale probe into allegations of Israeli complic- 
ity in tiie massacre.

"I repeat, “King Fahd said," the Muslims 
of the world are a formidable force, if only 
they could come together and make a show of 
solidarity. We are all aware of the fact that 
various powers and countries that have gigan- 
tic designs do not want such worldwide Mus- 
■ lim coalition. However, they must know that 
we are for friendship, but friendship on an 
equal footing." 

King Fahd again launched a pressing 
appeal to Iraq and Iran to stop the massacre 
that no Muslim wants to continue forever. He 
said, “ Our brothers in Iraq say they long for

in IBRD shares 

JEDDAH. Sept. 23 (SPA) A Royal 
decree was issued by King Fahd Thursday 
approving an increase of 6.313 shares to the 
Kingdom's holdings at the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development. 
The increase brings Saudi Arabia's total 
shares to 1 1.212, the decree stated. 

The increase was approved by the Council 
of Ministers during a session last month. 
Crown Prince Abdullah and Finance and 
National Economy Minister Muhammad 
Aba Al-Khail were commissioned to over- 
look the implementation of the increase. 


Call for Benin’s exit 

Jewish groups seek probe 






NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (Agencies) — Four 
American Jewish groups and former U.S. 
Vice President Walter Mondale have called 
for an inquiry into the massacre of Palestinian 
refugees in Lebanon. 

The requests were made Wednesday 
despite Israeli Prime Munster Menahem 
Begin’s refusal to order such an investigation. 
The leader of one Jewish group said Begin 
should resign. The American Jewish Con- 
gress and the American Jewish Committee 
issued a joint statement saying an investiga- 
tion would be “an affirmation that Israel is 
always ready for a full and free investigation 
to put accusations to rest or fix respon- 
sibilities.” The two groups have a combined 
membership of 100,000. 

Rabbi Roland B. Gittelsohn. president of 
the Association of Reform Zionists of 
America, stud an investigation was an 
“urgent necessity to establish the truth and to 
determine the role of the government of 
Israel.” 

In Washington, HNai B'Rith issued a 
statement calling the killing*; a “heinous 
crime” and demanding an investigation. Inge 
A. Lederer, president of Americans for Prog- 
ressive Israel, a Zionist group, said that with 
“a sense of urgency’* he was calling for the 
resignation of Begin. Israel’s Defense Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon and Chief of Staff Raful 
Eytan, He blamed them for “fundamental 
miscalculations.” 

Mondale said, “if you don’t have a dispas- 
sionate inquiry, there are going to be all kinds 
of unre solvable, ugly rumors.” 

In Brussels, the political commission of the 


European Parliament called for an “objec- 
tive international inquiry” into the mas- 
sacres. A communique, approved by 21 votes 
to seven with three abstentions, riled “the 
political and moral responsibility of the gov- 
ernment of Israel," in the incidents and called 
on Israel to explain how it “permitted the 
aggressors to enter the refugee camps.” 

The statement was backed by most of the 
Christian Democrats, the Liberals, the 
Socialists and the Communists and was 
opposed by conservative and Gaullist mem- 
bers. One of those who rejected the demand 
for an international inquiry was Gerard 
Israel, a Gaullist from France, who nonethe- 
less tpld reporters “that the intervention of 
israel led by definition to its moral responsi- 
bility In this horrible, shameful affair.” 

The political commission also asked the 
European parliament to send a fact-finding 
and good offices mission to the Middle East. 

Nazi -hunter Simon Wiesenthal said in 
Vienna the people responsible for the mas- 
sacre must be found and brought to trial. - 
“ What happened in the camps in Beirut was a 
big crime. There must be an investigation to 
find out those responsible, and there must be 
a trial.” 

In London, a number of British Jews were 
among people who signed a book of condol- 
ences at the Arab League offices.

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 23 (AP) — 
The president of the General Assembly 
announced Wednesday that the 157-nation 
body would meet in an emergency session to 
consider a Palestinian demand for a U.N. 
inquest into the massacre of refugees in West 
Beirut. 

Assembly President Imre Hollai of Hun- 
gary scheduled the emergency meeting for 
Friday afternoon. Cuba, as chairman of the 
94-member group of nonaligned countries, 
formally asked for the emergency meeting on 
behalf of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), which has non- voting 
observer status here. 

Zehdi La bib Teizi, the PLO represen- 
tative, told a reporter he was pressing for a 
resolution that would condemn the slaughter 
of Palestinian refugees, and could call on the 
15-nation Security Council tb launch an 
inquest into the massacre. 

Austria also pressed the Security Council 
to send an investigative team to West Beirut, 
declaring that “such crimes^ must not go 
unpunished. 

U.S. Ambassador Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, 
who wields veto power in the Security Coun- 
cil, served advance notice that the American 
position would be determined by the desires 
of the Lebanese government. 

“I would want to know what the views are 
of the government of Lebanon," she told 
reporters' on Tuesday night, explaining: “I 
am much more interested in the process of 
returning peace to Lebanon than in probing 
the tangled, history.. .of factional and inter- 
national strife which has afflicted that tragic 


Israeli soldiers asked to turn Nelson’s eye on the massacre 


TEL AVIV, Sept. 23 (AP) — A Tel Aviv 
newspaper Thursday quoted two Israeli sol- 
diets stationed near the Sbatiia refugee camp 
in Beirut as saying they suspected Palesti- 
nians were being massacred but were told by 
their superiors: “It’s aD right, don’t worry.” 
The Haaretz newspaper said its reporter 
was approached by the soldiers outside the 
camp and told that Thursday evening several 
Palestinian women ran out of Shatila crying 
hysterically that their children were being 
murdered. 

One of the unidentified soldiers was 
quoted as saying they repeatedly contacted 


their officers and each time they were told not 
to worry about it The latest report came 
amid a swelling wave of protest in Israel 
against Prime Minister Menahem Begin's 
refusal to set up an independent inquiry into 
the conduct of his government and army dur- 
ing the slaughter. 

A cabinet minister, a senior government 
official and a leading historian serving on a 
panel investigating a different affair have res- 
igned in protest at Begin’s attitude. 

Haaretz said the soldier recalled that at one 
point he was told to “tell the women to go 
home “ It quoted an officer on the scene as 


saying reports had come in of fleeing women, 
but they were dismissed as hysteria. 

The unnamed officer was quoted as saying 
a small Israeli force drove through neighbor- 
ing Sabra camp and saw no sign of a massacre 
Thursday night. 

Haaretz said Lebanese army medical teams 
backed up the soldiers' testimony, saying sur- 
vivors had told them they informed Israeli 
soldiers stationed north and west of the camp 
Thursday evening about the massacre. 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon told parlia- 
ment Wednesday that only at 1 1 a.m. (0900 
GMT) Friday did a senior officer raise con- 


cerns that the Christian Phalangist attack on 
the camp, launched in coordination with 
Israel, was turning into a slaughter of inno- 
cents. 

Israel television said Wednesday night that 
the Phalangjsts who entered the camp ran 
into resistance and took casualties at first, 
and then regrouped for another attack on the 
camp. 

But Haaretz said Red Cross workers in 
Shatila pointed to a multistoried building 2ti0 
yards outside the camp and said Israeli sol- 
diers were on its roof and could have seen 
what was happening inside Shatila. jf.

JEDDAH, Sept. 23 — Instructions to turn 
Mina into a fully air conditioned 'model city' 
have been given by King Fahd according to 
an interview Thursday m Al-Jedmk with 
Minister of Pilgrimage and Endowments 
Sheikh Abdul Wahhab Abdul Waste. The 
King also ordered that all pilgrims be treated 
with urmost courtesy and gentleness by the 
country’s officials and nationals.

Al-Jayf Mosque at Mina has also been 
widened to shelter about 50,000 worshippers 
at a time. The minister continued that with 
the introduction of the unified passport for 
pilgrims, the airport visa and other pro- 
cedures that formerly took long hours were 
now reduced to one hour to one bour-and- 
a-half. He added that efforts are being made 
to reduce the period even further by com- 
puterizing the process. 

The pilgrimage minister did not rule out 
the idea of building a special airport for the 
holy places, which is under consideration, but 
noted that the new King Abdul Aziz Airport 
here had considerably facilitated the hand- 
ling of pilgrims, alleviated pressure from Jed- 
dah itself and made it easier for the Hajjis to 
go to Makkah as a highway directly links the 
airport with it. It takes a pilgrim not more 
than 60 kilometers now to get to Makkah, 
Sheikh Abdul Wahhab said.

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Arafat, leaders discuss 
massacre, other threats 
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JEDDAH, Sept. 23 (SPA) - Yasser 
Arafat, the leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization discussed with King Fahd this., 
week the dimensions of the massacre perpet- 
rated by Israeli troops in Beirut as a result of 
the United States not honoring its commit- 
ments, Arafat told Okaz Thursday. 

Arafat said that he also reviewed with King 
Fahd and other top Saudi leaders general 
conditions in the Middle East, especially after 
the positive resultsof the Fez Summit and the 
ongoing moves in the area. The continuous 
threats to the Arab world were also taken 
into consideration during the talks. 

King Fahd has generously expressed bis 
readiness to help the escapees from the mas- 
sacre in the Palestinian refugee camps in 


Beirut, Arafat pointed out. 

Alluding to Arab military action, the PLO 
leader said under the present circumstances, 
nothing is more imperative than the deter- 
mination to fight and face the danger. He 
stressed that no understanding or com- 
prehension was possible with the enemy, 
unless force is used first. But he cautioned 
that “ this does not mean that we shall give up 
the other means." v 

Arafat said be deeply appreciated the 
leading role assumed by Saudi Arabia in ser- 
ving the Arab and 1 slain ic worlds, primarily 
the Palestinian cause. He added that his talks 
with Saudi Aiabwa'Jeadeis in the Kingdom 
were of the utmost importance.

Arafat blasts US. over Beirut 


BAHRAIN , Sept. 23 (Agencies) — Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat arrived in South 
Yemen from Sudan Thursday and was offi- 
cially welcomed by first Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Brig. Ah Nasser An tar. the Qatar news 
agency reported. The. agency said Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, would confer with South Yemeni 
leaders on the MkidJer East situation. 

In Khartoum, Arafat attacked the United 
States for not fulfilling its guarantee given for 
the safety of Palestinian refugees in Beirut. 

Speaking to reporters on his arrival Wed- 
nesday, Arafat said America’s honor was 


“ wallowed in the dust,” and added that he 
had never regretted anything in his life as 
when he trusted the guarantee of the United 
States. 

Arafat praised Egypt’s recall of its ambas- 
sador in Israel in protest of Israers actions in 
Beirut, saying “ The Camp David agreement 
is now stained with Palestinian blood. *’ and 
added that he hoped Ambassador Saad Mur- 
tada never returned to Israel. 

Egypt’s Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali has said. " The present 
crisis in Lebanon and the terrible crimes are 


what led us to recall our ambassador, when 
these reasons arc over, then we wifi discuss 
the ambassador s return. ” 

Arafat and Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri discussed the situation in the Middle 
East in light of the recent massacre of Palesti- 
nians in Beirut. Arafat also visited the some 
450 Palestinian commandos who evacuated 
Beirut last month and are being hosted by 
Sudan in Shendi. 260 kms. north of the 
Sudanese capital. 

Arafat, who had earlier also visited Saudi 
Arabia, is expected to rravel next to North

IPU urged to sever relations with Israel 


ROME, Sept. 23 ( AP) — Legislators from 
around the world blasted Israel's “criminal 
aggression against Lebanon" and urged 
members of the In ter- P arliam e n tarv Union 
(IPU) to sever diplomatic, trade and cultural 
relations with Israel. 

A strongly- worded resolution overwhel- 
mingly approved by a vote of 617-32 with

delegation to unanimously oppose the resol- 
ution. The American delegation cast five no 
votes with 1 5 abstentions. The rest of the no

The resolution 
endorsed United Nations votes condemning 
Israel and called for a worldwide embargo 
against military sales to Israel. 

Political observers said the IPU resolution 
was the strongest ever approved against a 
member country by the 08-narion body, 
made up of parliamentarians from countries 
on every continent. 

The 11 -point resolution requested the 
establishment of an IPU commission to inves- 
tigate Israers" indiscriminate bombings” and 
"the massacre of the sick and of women and 
children" in Lebanon. It specifically con- 
demned last week’s killings "by invading for- 
ces" of "thousands of unarmed, innocent 
people" at the Shatila and Sabra Palestinian 
refugee camps in Beirut. 

‘•This dreadful act constitutes the height of 
collective atrocity against innocent people 
and against all mankind ” it added. 

The documenr also reaffirmed ihe IPL^s 
support of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as Ihe "sole and legitimate" 
representative^ the Palestinian people. 

The resolution was drafted by a panel that 
included representatives from Syria, Egypt, 
Sudan, Algeria, Iran. India and the Soviet 
Union. Parliamentarians from the United 
States, France and Israel also participated in 
the committee. 

Pakistan denies 
getting N-material 

ISLAMABAD, Sept. 23 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Gen. Muhammad Zia Ul-Haq has 
denied a report that his country is receiving 
nuclear material from China. Zia was Wed- 
nesday replying to a reporter who asked him 
for comment on a Western press report alleg- 
ing that China is supplying nuclear material 
to Pakistan. 

"Such reports are absolutely incorrect, and 
are apparently designed to embarrass Pakis- 
tan and its friends." Zia said. Zia is scheduled 
to make a week-long state visitto China start- 
ing Oct. 17. 

-Pakistan neither has the intention nor the 
capability to acquire nuclear weapons." he 
added. He said Pakistan is acquiring nuclear 
technology for peaceful purposes. "It has a 
limited and modest program to fulfill its’ 
energy requirements,” Zia said. 

Meanwhile, it has been officially 
announced bere that Zia will make a three- 
day official visit to Singapore from Nov. 10. 




Yugoslavia visit 

BELGRADE. Sept. 23 (R) — Turkish 
Head of State Gen. Kenan Evren left for 
home Thursday after a four-day official visit 
which included talks on bilateral issues, reg- 
ional cooperation and international affairs 
with Yugoslav leaders. 

Evren flew from the city of Skopje, capital 
of the southern Yugoslav republic of 
Macedonia bordering on Greece where a 
large Turkish national minority live. His 
two-day tour of Macedonia followed talks in 
Belgrade with President Petar Stambolic and 
Prime Minister Milka Planinc. 

A communique issued in Belgrade on the 
visit said the two sides had agreed to expand 
their trade and cooperation in industry, ship- 
building. transport, technology, tourism and 
culture. It said Turkey and Yugoslavia would 
continue efforts to strengthen bilateral and 
regional cooperation in the Balkans.

TEL AVIV. Sept. 23 (AP) — 
Menahem Milson. the first head of the 
civilian government in the occupied West 
Bank who resigned, is likely to be replaced 
by a military officer. Israeli newspapers 
reported Thursday. 

West Bank Palestinians cautiously wel- 
comed Milson's resignation, which came 
against a background of conflicts between 
the Israeli civilian and military arms which 
share responsibility for running the ; 
occupied territory. 

Milson submined his resignation to 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon Wednes- 
day in what he said was a protest over the 
government's refusal to folly investigate 
the massacre of Palestinian refugees in i 
Beirut by Israel's Christian Lebanese i 
allies. Milson wrote that the government 
decision "does not allow me to appear 
before the Palestinians with whom we 
aspire to reach peace under the Camp 
David accords." 

Military sources said no decision was 
taken on a replacement and Milson was 
continuing in office until a new appoint- 
ment was made. 

News reports said Sharon was likely to 
appoint an army officer to reduce the ten- 
sions between the civilian government and 
the defense establishment responsible for 
.security. J 


MOSCOW, Sept. 23 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union has voiced enthusiasm about U.N.- 
sponsored Pakistani- A fghan talks aimed at 
ending the fighting in Afghanistan, Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has said, 

Mrs. Gandhi, winding up three days of 
talks in the Soviet capital with Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev and other top officials, 
told a news conference Wednesday that 
Soviet leaders share India’s view that the 
talks are a “good beginning and must be sup- 
ported.” 

Pakistani Foreign Minister Niaz A. Naik 
and Afghan Foreign Minis ter Muhammad 
Dost are expected to hold a second round of 
talks in New York during the current U.N. 
General Assembly session. The first round, in 
Gepeva in June, lasted three days and were 
described by an Asian diplomat here as being 
in their “very formative stages.” 

Earlier this month, Soviet leaders played 
host to Naik. Dost and Diego Cordovez, u JN. 
Secretary General Perez de Cuellar's special 
envoy on the Afghan problem, who is coor- 
dinating the indirect P akistan i- Afghan talks. 
Pakistan does not recognize the Soviet- 
backed government of Kabul, and has refused 
to hold direct talks with Afghan officials. 

Western and Asian diplomats said the vis- 
its to Moscow this month of so many parties 
with a stake in the Afghan question demons- 
trated continuing Soviet interest in a political 
settlement of the problem there. However, 
they cautioned that the Krelmin has not 
shown willingness to compromise on the 
terms for the withdrawal of its estimated 
100,000 troops from Af ghanistan. 


On other subjects, Mis. Gandhi, who left 
Moscow Thursday for Tallinn, the capital of 
Estonia, said: 

— Indian-Soviet cooperation had taken “a 
decisive step forward” following her talks 
here, her first in six years. 

— The two countries had reached 
economic accords that wiD give a “strong 
impetus" to economic development in India 
but did not detail them. Reports from India 
said Premier Nikolai Tikhonov offered the 
Indians a 1,000-megawatt atomic power sta- 
tion. The proposed nuclear installation would 
be more than twice the size of die U.S.-built 
nuclear plant near Bombay, now crippled in a 
long U.$.-Indo dispute over nuclear 
safeguards. 

Mrs. Gandhi said that “on international 
affairs, there is a similarity in our views on 
many questions,” indicating that on some 
questions there was not a convergence of 
opinions. However, she did not explain what 
differences exist, prompting one diplomat to 
say: 

“India . is singnaling that it still believes 
that private approach is the most effective 
approach to the Soviet Union.” 

She reiterated her long-standing view that 
Soviet troops should withdraw from 
Af ghanis tan “because we are against any 
type of interference.” However, she added, 
“there are two sides to the question.. .there is 
interference in Afghani wan’s affairs. ..rebels are 
being helped with weapons from the outside” 
and that is complicating the search for a polit- 
ical settlement.

Eiffel Tower 
has slim look 

PARIS. Sept. 23 (AFP) — The famed Eif- 
felTower. at the age of 96. has just completed 
a strict diet to reduce weight by 1 .000 tons. 
The first platform of the “new look” tower 
was being officially reopened Thursday after 
a nine-month shutdown, but work will con- 
tinue on the second and third platforms for 
another 1 0 months. 

The Eiffel Tower was built in 1 S89 for the 
first world exhibition in Paris, and could cele- 
brate its 100th birthday at the next one in 
1989 if the French capital is chosen as the 
site. The main work of rehabilitation and 
repair has been carried out on the' Eiffel 
Tjswer’s first platform, overloaded by 
unplanned additions over the decades. 

In the past nine months, a specialized firm 
h^s removed 1 .000 tons of iron girders from 
the tower’s "waist." Two scrap metal mer- 
c pants also had the bright idea of becoming 
dpllar millionaires by cutting up 20.000 slabs 
ofold iron to sell abroad as Eiffel souvenirs at 
$,100 each. But a lengthy lawsuit prevented 
t^em from doing so.

NEW DELHI (AP) - Rescue and relief 
operations continued in foil swing in India's 
flood-swept areas Thursday as the flooding 
Ganges River and its tributaries swamped 
another 1.000 villages in Uttar Pradesh state, 
the United News of India reported. Mean- 
while, the unofficial nationwide flood fatality 
toll rose to 1 ,023 Wednesday. More than half 
the deaths occurred in Uttar Pradesh alone.

Epidemic breaks 
out in flood-hit 
Salvadoran area 

SAN SALVADOR, Sept. 23 (AP) — The 
army quarantined a mud-covered neighbor- 
hood strewn with rotting corpses following 
the disastrous flood which claimed at least 
313 lives there. 

Interior Ministry spokesman Orrego Can- 
dray. explaining the army's action, said Wed- 
nesday that the decomposing bodies in the 
Montebello neighborhood fold caused an 
outbreak of a viral infection known as par- 
vovirosis. 

The area was the hardest hit by the flash 
floods that killed at least 63 1 persons nation- 
wide during, four days of torrential rains. It 
was the country’s worst natural disaster since 
a 1 965 earthquake. 

Col. Edmundo Palacios, head of the first 
infantry brigade at the rescue site, ordered all ■ 
unauthorized personnel out of the area 
northeast of the capital and announced a 7 
p.m. curfew in Montebello and two adjoining 
neighborhoods to prevent looting. The 
affected area covers about a half square-mile. 

Interior Minister Manuel Lopez Senneno 
said a national emergency committee would 
investigate the collapse of a retaining wall 
that buried hundreds of people under tons of 
mud. rocks and trees last Sunday. 

Authorities in neighboring Guatemala said 
the death toll there from storm-related 
deaths also continued to climb. They gave no 
figure, but newspapers estimated 400 per- 
sons may have died. The rains subsidied 
Monday. 

in other developments, leftist guerrillas 
blew up power poles Wednesday, plunging 
the eastern third of El Salvador into dark- 
ness. Power to San Salvador and other towns 
already was disrupted by the storm, which 
caused the roost damage in the capital and in. . 
western El Salvador.

Peter Verow. ..mixes 1 
ranked third best player in Great Britain, 
got into squasb “at just the right moment, 
when the sporfwas new and “You could 
get away with playing five times a week. 
Now you must play three to five hours a 
day” to stay in competitive form. Verow, 
who began squash when he was seven, says 
that children that age are now training four 
to five hours a day and consequently sac- 
rificing much else in life to represent their 
countries in competitive athletics. “They’ re 
happy and for some it is the only way to get 
to the top, but it is questionable whether it is 
socially or medically good.” 

After his internship the young physician 
took two years off from full-time jpedknne 
to play amateur squasb. To economize tie 
lived at home. “ It wasn't enough to live on, 
but it was a good way to travel around and 
see how good you are.” After a course in 


anaesthetics, he worked six months in a 
ca usually ward only to decide it wasn't for 
him. Next month he seesaws back to 
medicine as he begins a year’s study in 
sports medicine. He forecasts this field will 
grow as with greater leisure people devote 
more time to sport. 

Verow and Easter are no dithering dilet- 
tantes. By no means are they playing at 
being professionals. They have the perse- 
verane that professional athletes need. 

What strategies do they have to over- 
come lethargy, to keep them training even 
when they don’t feel like h? After a wisec- 
rack, “ With me lethargy is all-prevailing,” 
Easter answered, “You have to take an 
occasional day off during heavy training. If 
you find you are taking too many days off, 
then you should go through the motions of 
training. Physiologists say athletes have 
downers if they don't do their training ses- 
sions. But whenever you go on the court — 
even if it’s just half an hour — you should do 
your best That way you won’t go around 
with a quiliy conscience.” 

Verow added, “Everyone has both low 
and high days in training. When you are 
training seriously you have to have a 
routine. When important to rest too, 
especially before a tournament.” Grinning 
broadly, Easter admitted with tongue-in- 
cheek humor, “ We’re both at the stage now 
where we don't do as much as we should. 
We rely on experience.'

NEW YORK, SepL 23 (AP) - The 
National Football League Wednesday called 
off the Atlanta Falcons’ game against the 
Chiefs in Kansas City Thursday night, and it 
appeared the rest of the third weekend of 
regular-season games would also be victims 
of the two-day old players' strike. 

The league's decision to call off the game, 
the first ever to be halted by a union strike in 
the 63-year history of the league, was 
announced by Jim Heffernan, the NFL’s 
Director of Public Relations. 

His statement also said the league had 
made no decision regarding the 13 other 
games- set for Sunday and Monday night. Hef- 
fernan referred all questions to the Man- 
agement Council, the bargaining unit for the 
owners. 

The Management Council was equally 
untalkative, saying only that several options 
were being considered. One was to stage 
games with the players ignoring the strike and 
rosters filled out with rookies and free agents, 
much the way the league conducted business 
as usual during the union's abortive strike 
during the 1974 training camp exhibition sea- 
son. 

Jack Donlan, the executive director of the 
Management Council and the owners^ chief 
negotiator, had said Tuesday that playing the 
scheduled games during the strike would 


depend on the number of players wanting to 
play. And on Wednesday, no players showed 
up for work out at the 28 teams' midweek 
training facilities, closed by the clubs under 
Management Council orders. A number of 
teams, however, worked out on their own. 

Picking up the season with the third 
weekened of games, even m the event of a 
lengthy strike, apparently is low on the list of 
the league's contingencies. Major drawbacks 
are the extremely cold weather in Chicago, 
Buffalo, New York and other northern cities 
with outdoor stadiums, conflicts with college 
Bowl games and television commitments for 
other programming beyond the scheduled 
end of the season. 

Besides, said a league official who asked 
not to be identified, the owners might not 
agree with the idea of going through a strike, 
then having to pay the players full- season 
salaries. He did acknowledge, though that a 
full- but-delayed season could result in the 
fuQ- season television revenues, worth about 
$14 million per team. 

The suggestion by Donlan that the owners 
would welcome a federal mediator to 
negotiations which have been stalled since 
last Friday was rejected again Wednesday by 
the union. The Management Council, con- 
versely, has said it would be opposed to sub- 
mitting the dispute to binding arbitration. 


You don’t remain at the top long in 
squash. Verow, 29, says he has been “Over 
the top" for two years now.

While runners only dash in a straight 
line, squash players musr run, twist, and 
turn in strenuous two and a half hour ses- 
sions of play. 

Both Verow and Easter coached local 
players while in Dhahran on their British 
Airways sponsored trip. “ Don't you see our 
collars?” quipped Easter. “We’re mis- 
sionaries for squash." Although coaching is 
the bread and butter of most pro squash 
players, too much coaching can be a bad 
thing. “You can become a little idle in 
coaching and hang back from the T\ said 
Easter.

Verow, who has coached the British 
junior team, claimed that no pro at the vety 
top would coach. Easter disagreed, saying, 
“It depends on the person. An hour a day is 
okay. Coaching has helped me analyze the 
game more. Also because the coach is set- 
ting up lots of balls, his ball control 
improves." 

Both agree that practise is all-important. 
“ You just have to practise" warned Easter. 
“I took up the trumpet at school and 
couldn't understand why 1 didn't improve 
— I didn't work at it. It's the same thing with 
squash Most pros practise by themselves, 
something Verow finds boring. Because it is 
difficult to find someone of the same stan- 
dard, pros of necessity become self- 
sufficient. 

Even enthusiasts like Verow and Easter 
admit squash as a sport has its limitations. 


Easter firmaly believes that “For pure 
character building there is nothing better 
than team games. The kids who star at indi- 
vidual sports get swell-headed ” 

Nor is squash the best of games for the 
middle-aged and aging. “There is no harm 
in playing it whatever age you are if you are . 
physically fit," said Dr. Verow, “but you ‘ 
must be fit before you begin. There is a " 
relatively high instance of heart attack 
b e caus e it is a strenuous game. 1 ' 

“The real danger m squash," added Eas- 
ter, lies in “the pride factor. This makes the 
player push himself further than he 
should." Both athletes believe in the “heal- 
thy mind in a healthy body" maxim. 
“There’s no doubt you feel more alert when 
you are physically fit,” said Dr. Verow." 
“Thai’s why businessmen play,” joked Eas- 
ter, “They feel fresh and able to concentrate 
more with all that fresh oxygenated blood 
flooding the system.” 

About diet Easter remarked that he used 
to take vitamin pills, but when be stopped, 
he saw no difference. Verow found car- 
bohydrate loading and avoiding protein and 
fats helpful before a tournament last year. 

On improving the quality of squash in the , 
Kingdom, both Verow and Easter believed . 
the best tactic was to get more Saudi' 
nationals playing. “You’re got to motivate.^ 
the young Saudis to play,” said Easter. “ At ■ 
the same time,” he remarked, “a coach 
can't make someone world champion. He 
bas to make it himself." Both Verow and 
Easter have visited the Gulf before but ibis 
is their first trip to the Kingdom. 

The organizer of their trip here, Kim 
Eeles, hopes for a return of Verow and Eas- 
ter with two other world class players in 
April. This will not only give nationals and 
expatriates here a chance to see the best 
class squash, but also a chance for the 
Kingdom's fop players to compete with the 
best the world has in squash.

Death in refugee camps : The story of Beirut massacres

It was 10 a.m. Thursday, Sept. 16, in West Beirut, 
Israeli troops encircled the dusty Palestinian 
refugee camps of Shatila and Sabra. and allowed 
Christian militiamen inside . Commandos, remnants 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization, and not 
civilians, were supposed to be the target, Israel now 
claims. 

But a slaughter was beginning. 

Forty-eight hours later, reporters entering the 
camps found hundreds of bloated bodies, including 
l .elde*ly' people, women- and children. Some haa 
been dismembered. Estimates of the number 
.victims range from 30Q, to. 1,400, 293 were confTr- ‘ 
me*d by Wednesday evening. 

This is the story of the Beirut massacre, recon- 
structed" from interviews with witnesses, soldiers, 
physicians and officials in Lebanon and Israel. The 
debate over who was to blame will continue. Some 
conflicts and unanswered questions, among them 
the role — if any — of Israeli-supported Maj. Saad 
Haddad" s militiamen. But enough facts are clear to 
draw this outline. 

The deadly drama began on Tuesday, Sept. 14, 
when an Israeli officer in Beirut discovered and 
identified the body of Lebanese President-elect 
Bashir Gemayel in the bombed-out ruins of his 
Christian Phalangist Party headquarters. Israel 
considered Gemayel an ally. 

In Tel Aviv. Defense Minister Ariel Sharon con- 
sulted Prime Minister Menahem Begin. Then he 
sent the Israeli Army into West Beirut to keep 
order and block the return of the PLO, Sharon said 
in a statement issued Wednesday. The PLO had 
evacuated only two weeks earlier, after a summer- 
long Israeli siege of West Beirut. 

By 5 a.m, Wednesday, Sept. 15, Israeli troops 
had moved into West Beirut. They left the refugee 
camps alone. 

Although the Israelis believed up to 2,000 PLO 


fighters remained in the Lebanese capital, they bar- 
red their troops from the Palestinian neigh- 
borhoods, according to official sources who reques- 
ted anonymity. "Sensitivity" was the reason given 
by a senior Israeli official. 

By Thursday morning. Sept. 16, Israeli troops 
had taken over West Beirut, and announced that 
the refugee camps, “remain encircled and 
enclosed." 

Israeli and Phalangist officers met to choose 
targets and go over operational plans. The official 
word was that Phalangist officers wanted an active 
pan in “mopping up the refugee camps." 

By all accounts, Sharon, the drivingforce behind 
the Beirut siege, personally gave his nod to the 
Christian" militia’s mission into the camps. Nobody 
knows the religion of the people killed, but the 
camps were predominantly Muslim. Sharon now 
claims that during meeting with the rightist Christ- 
ian mil ilia, "it was emphasized ... that the action was 
against commandos and that the civilian population 
must not be harmed." 

Then the militiamen moved into the camps, 
which blend into each other in a sprawl of low-slung 
house and narrow lanes. Israeli soldiers held 
positions on hills near the camps. " In the beginning 
they killed with knives, so as not to make noise" 
said Yahia Hassav Salame, a survivor of Shatila 
whose 80-year-old brother was killed. Salame said 
the killing started at 10 a.m. Thursday. 

By 11 a.m. Thursday, sniping began in the streets. 
” Anybody who crossed the street, they killed him," 
Salame said. 

Samir Ayyoub, a Palestinian who is a sociologist 
at Beirut Arab University, said he had talked to 
about 10 survivors, including several who fled to his 
home about a mile from the camps. "Early Thurs- 
day, they heard people moaning and crying,’’ he 
recounted. 

Israeli soldiers heard the gunfire, but assumed it 
just meant the militiamen were meeting resistance 
from PLO fighters, several government sources 


said. 

A 1 7-year-old girl, who said her name was Amal, 
escaped with her mother and sister through side 
streets to Acca hospital. She gave thisaccoutiLof the 
carnage: “People began to cry. ‘they are slaugh- 
tering them, they are slaughtering them’ We began 
to believe it when they started bringing in the 
wounded, with bullet wounds shot from close range. 
We heard that armed men had lined up 30 men 
against a wall and shot them." 

Friday was also a day of random horror. 

At dawn, the first militia forces emerged from the 
camps, telling Israeli officers that battles were 
heavy. But Israeli units began to hear rumors that 
civilians had been killed. A few civilians escaped to 
■ tell tales' of mass murder. No one - seemed' to pay 
much attention. 

Later that Friday morning. Sept. 1 7, four doctors, 
left the Acca hospital with a white flag and tried to 
enter the Sabra camp. A grenade killed three of 
them and wounded a fourth. 

Reporters who tried to enter the camps during 
the day Friday were turned away by Phalangist 
militiamen. They could bear gunfire coming from 
inside the camps. At about I p.m., a Danish tele- 
vision crew began filming at the southern entrance 
to the camp. Armed militiamed stopped women 
from leaving the camp. One woman waved a pass- 
port or identity card and shouted,'“Lebanese." But 
they turned heT back also. 

An old man seen walking into the camp was later 
found shot in the head. A neighbor identified him as 
a Mr. Nouri, who was 90 years old. 

At about 4 p.m., James Pringle, a reporter for 
Newsweek magazine, asked a militiaman outside the 
camp where he was from. The man replied," I come 
from the south" — which would mean he was one of 
Haddad's forces. Pringle asked what was going on 
inside, and Pringle said the man replied, "Well, 
we're slaughtering them." 

An Israeli colonel across the street said the 
Israelis were not going into the camp. Asked about

the possibility of militiamen gettting out of hand, he 
replied: “I hope that doesn't happen” 

No one knows for sure whether the Haddad 
militiamen, from an Israeli-backed fief do m in 
South Lebanon, were involved in the massacre. 
Haddad, a renegade Lebanese Army officer, is a 
Greek Catholic whose militias are Christian. Sur- 
vivors said that some assailants wore the uniform of 
Haddad's men and spoke with southern Lebanese' 
accents, but both Israel and Haddad deny that 
Haddad was involved.

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — 

Thousands of chanting, banner-waving teachers, 
peasants and workers took to the streets of the 
Costa Rican capital last week to denounce govern- 
ment economic policy and demand wage increases. 
With the national currency devalued by around 600 
percent over the past two years, annual inflation 
raging at 100 percent and unemployment at its 
highest ever, reasons for their grievances are not 
hard to find. 

"What has been truly remarkable." one long- 
term resident said,"is that there has not been more 
unrest." 

That Costa Rica has withstood the assault of 
inflation so far is a tribute to its genuine democratic 
tradition — and to the easy going nature of Ticos, as 
Costa Ricans are called." Anywhere else you would 
already have a riot on your hands," the resident 
said. 

But he is fearful of what will happen in the next 


pay round a year hence, especially as no economic 
forecasters are expecting things to get better before 
1984 at the earliest, 

The total external debt of this tiny country of 
2.20tl,000 people is estimated at $4.5 billion — 
higher in per capita terms than that of Mexico. 
Costa Rica cannot pay and is urgently seeking help 
from the International Monetary Fund. According 
to the minister of the presidency, Fernando Ber- 
rocal. two areas of disagreement with the IMF have 
been cleared up (interest rates and a three- tier 
exchange system) and he expects a deal to be signed 
in November. 

That will be just a first step to sorting out the 
country’s crushing economic difficulties. The Social 
Democrat government of Luis Alberto Monge, 
elected in May. immediately introduced a series of 
unpopular belt-tightening measures, including 
price increases of up to 90 percent on previously 
subsidized items such as gasoline, transport, elec- 
tricity and some food.

Costa Rica is dubbed "the Switzerland" of this 
crisis-torn region. With no army, a fully functioning 
democracy, formerly the Highest standard of living 
in the area and an open-door tradition of providing 
asylum to political refugees, it is the regional show- 
case of the United States which considers it depicts 
what Latin America could be. 

But now Washington is deeply worried that the 
economic crisis could erode democracy and fan rhe 
flames of revolution. "If the government cannot 
pacify the ever-growing number of jobless, you 
could find people here looking for the traditional 
man on horseback as a solution to their problems," 
a U.S. diplomat said. 

Another made the comparison with Uruguay, 
which once had the most advanced welfare state in 
the hemisphere. The economy collapsed under the 
strain, the nation became polarized and since then a 
series of ever- more repressive military regimes has 
confronted a growing number ofleft-wing guerril- 
las. 

Today around a third of all Uruguayans live in 
exile — some in Costa Rica. Costa Rica estimates it 
has some 18.000 recent refugees, most from El 
Salvador, Guatemala and Nicaragua. Five thousand 
Cubans arrived, allegedly In transit, under rhe pre- 
vious administration, and never left. 

Because of the strains caused by Cosia Rica's 
economic collapse, its leaders are worried both by 
far-left groups operating legally in the country 
(such as the Communist Popular Vanguard Party) 
and by the example of Socialist Nicaragua next 

door. 

Relations with Nicaragua have deteriorated 
dramatically in recent months. Once Crista Rica 
sided openly with the Sandinistas, but of late many 
people here have become worried by the mounting 
military buildup across the border. Managua is 
estimated to have 60,000 men potentially under 
arms and an increasingly sophisticated Soviet- 
supplied arsenal. Costa Rica has only 7,000 badly 
equipped police. 

"We are determined that under no conditions 
will we militarize Costa Rica," says Berrocal, "but 
we will tighten up security and end our opendoor 
policy, while allowing genuine political refugees 
asylum here." (ONS)

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Zakah: a preferred debt

Over the last few weeks we have pointed 
out that zafcoA (or the purifying does paid to 
the poor) is-a duty payable every year on 
one's total wealth and income* provided it 
exceeds a certain minimum. Allah has made 
zflkah a- right, due to the poor and the dep- 
rived, so that poverty can be checked effec- 
tively. As such^artaA is a debt owed by man 
to Allah, who is in die first place the owner 
of all wealth in our hands. He has given us 
that wealth and put us in charge of it, butHe 
remains the owner thereof. This debt is 
payable annually whether its collector calls; 
for it or not and whether the state organizes 
its collection or not. 

On this basis we can say that once zakah 
accrues ii becomes payable. If it is withheld 
and not paid the one who withholds it incurs 
Allah's anger and makes himself liable to 
His punishment in addition to whatever 
punishment the state may inflict on him. 
Such punishment, however, does not com- 
pensate ior zakah itself, which remains pay- 
able. ■ 

Most man-made laws provide for tax for- 
feiture if it remains unpaid for a number of 
years. They consider the state’s failure to 
get the tax paid a valid reason for forfeiting 
it. Thus if a person can get away without tax 
payment he is the,ultimate winner if he can 
escape payment for a number of years. 

Not so withaflfcaA, which remains payable 
once it becomes due. No one has the right to 
forfeit it in any circumstance. Indeed it 
becomes a preferred debt. 

Let us suppose that someone did not pay 
^Ifc ^iQrjw o or more jttars. There is one 
rulingwnjch covers this situation regardless 
of the causes of such omission. It does not 
matter whether he willfully and deliberately 
tried to evade payment, or he was unaware 
that it has become due, or the collector did 
not demand payment. In any such case, 
zakah becomes a debt preferred over all 
other debts. This means that it is payable 
immediately even if the result of its pay-

pilgrimage : What does stoning the devil at 
J amoral signify ?

A. Pilgrimage is obligatory to every Mus- 
lim, male or female, once at least in one’s 
lifetime if one isnbleto undertake it Indeed, 
pilgrimage to the Ka’abah, the central struc- 
ture inside the Grand Mosque in Makkah, is 
the fifth of the five main dutiesof every Mus- 
lim. The relevant verses from the Qur'an 
which establish this duty may be rendered m 
English as follows: “Behold, the flrrt House 
ever set up for mankind was indeed the one at 
Bakkah (old name of Makkah): rich in bles- 
sing, and a source of guidance to aD the 
worlds, fall of clear messages. It is the place 
whereon Abraham once stood; and whoever 
enters it fa secure. Pilgrimage to the House is a 
duty owed to Allah by aH people who are able 

to undertake it. As for those who remain unbe- 
lievers _ verily, Allah does not stand in need 
of anything in all the worlds.’* (3; 97-8) 
Thus, there is no doubt that pilgrimage is a 
duty. That this duty is made to the House or 
the Ka’ abah in Makkah is only natural since it 
was the first House or Temple ever built for 
worship. After all it was by the two prophets 
and messengers from Alla h , Abraham and 
his son Isbmael. To make the pflgrima#: to 
this particular House emphasizes the feet that 
all the Prophets preached the same message 
of Islam, in its general sense of total submis- 
sion to Allah. It also emphasizes that the 
nation of Islam is the rightful heir of 
Abraham and his message. It was be who 
built the Ka’ abah, to be the first ever building 
set up specially for warship. Allah has made 
this place, and eveiyone who enters it secure. 
No on^who goes inside this Mosque feels any 
fear from any quarter. This applied even in 
those periods when Makkah, along with the 
rest of Arabia, plunged deep into ignorance 
and idol worship. It is reliably reported that in 
the period preceding the advent of Islam a 
man who had just committed a murder felt 
sgfe if he went into the Mosque. All he 
needed to do was to put a piece of wool in his 
neck. Even if the son of the man he killed met 
him he would not take any action to scare him 
until be had gone out. Indeed the peace and 


ment is that what is left for him drops below 
the sum that includes zakah payable or that 
he is left with no money whatsoever. No 
other* creditor may be paid any part of his 
debt until all ihezakah debt has been paid. 

This preference is due to the fact that 
there are three rights to be considered with 
regard to zakah. First, Allah's right as the 
owner of our money and the legislator who 
has decided that part of that money m ust be 
-paid out to the poor. Second, the right of the 
poor which Allah has granted them. They 
are entitled to their share- in our money, 
which awns at reducing their poverty. Third, 
the right of the society which has an interest 
in zakah as a means of looking after one 
section of iL 

Moreover, zakah is not forfeited by the 
death of the payer, even if he dies while 
fighting’for the. cause of Islam. It is deduct- 
ible from the estate at the deceased, 
whether he makes a provision in his will for 
such a deduction or not. Indeed, his heirs 
may not be given their shares of the inheri- 
tance before the deduction of zakah and 
other debts. 

One may ask here: What about martyrs? 
Are they not for ; their sins? The ans- 
wer is: “Yes, indeed. Allah may forgive a 
martyr the sm of having left his debt of 
zakah unpaid, but that does not mean that it 
becomes unpayable due to his martyrdom." 
After all, the only thing that a martyr is 
questioned about on the Day of J udgment is 
his debt. Since zakah is a preferred debt it 
remains due and payable. 

AH this serves to show that zakah is a duty 
which remains intact and unaffected by the 
lapse of tim e or by death. It is deductible 
from one’s estate and preferred to all other 
debts. 

Tciam has indeed been far ahead of mod- 
ern tax laws which give ^the state’s exche- 
quer a Haim over the property of the debtor 
which allows it to recover its dues ahead of 
all other creditors.

Commentary: 

■ These verses are the opening ones in a 
long passage about pilgrimage in the surah 
which bears that title. They make it clear 
that the Ka’abah was built by Abraham, one 
of the greatest prophets, who was helped in 
this task by his son, Ishmael, who was also a 
prophet The location was assigned by 
Allah. He willed that His House be bum m 
this barren valley in order that anyone who 
wishes to undertake the journey to visit it 
and offer the pilgrimage which He made a 
duty owed to Him by all mankind should do 
so in total devotion and absolute obedience 
to Him. 

The House, or the Ka’abah, has been 
associated with the concept of the oneness 
of Allah ever since it was built. This is why 
Abraham is here commanded not to ascribe 
any partners to Allah. Abraham was, of 
course a Prophet when he buDt the House 
in compliance with Allah’s command. As a 
Prophet one would expect him not to enter- 
tain any thought of associating any partners 
with Allah. The commandment here, then, 
is general, to afl mankind. They must wor- 
ship Allah alone. The House must be kept 
pure for those who worship Allah alone. 

When the building was completed 
Abraham was commanded to call upon 
mankind to make their pilgrimage to the 
House. He also promised him that people 
will respond to his call and come from all 
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security of the place extends to animals. It is 
forbidden to disturb its animals and game or 
to frighten them away from their nests or 
homes. Its trees may not be cuL No one is 
allowed to pick up anything lost or dropped 
by some one else unless be recognizes it and 
its owner and pick it up in order to return it to 
that owner. In short, everyone are everything 
is safe, secure and peaceful in and around the 
House. 

When Abraham completed the building of 
the Ka’abah, or the House as it is often called, 
Allah commanded him tb declare to mankind 
that it is obligatory for them to do the pil- 
grimage. He did so and ever since then pil- 
grimage to the House has been a duty. 

We note here that the Qur’an uses words to 
express this obligation which it does not use 
with relation to other duties. We are told here 
that p ilgri mage j$ a duly "owed to Allah by afl 
people." The way this command has been 
phrased may be interpreted as a reply to the 
Jews who argued hard against the transfer of 
the qiblah (direction in prayers) of the Mus- 
lims from Jerusalem to the Ka’abah. They 
themselves,’ this verse suggests are required 
to go on this pilgrimage to the House since 
they are part of" all people.” It is natural that 
they should be included in this obligation 
since the House was built by Abraham, their 
father, and was the first House ever to be 
built for worship. 

Another inference we may have from the 
phrasing of this verse is that all people are 
required to believe in Islam and to implement 
its legislations and to fulfil its duties of which 
pilgrimage is only one part. If they do not 
then they are unbelievers. Allah is in no need 
of their worship. Indeed, it is man who 
benefits if be is a believer and if he attends to 
his worship. 

The duty of pilgrimage has been set in such 
a categorical way which makes it a debt owed 
to Allah by right Yet it s Allah’s will to exempt 
from this duty-anyone who is unable to under- 
take it. Ability, in this sense, includes both 
physical and financial ability. It also includes 
the ability to travel and personal safety on the 
joumey. 

To the Muslims, pilgrimage is their annual 
general meeting where they gather to renew 
their pledges to Allah to worship Him alone 
and to conduct their lives according to His 
law. Hence it is a demonstration of total sub- 
mission to Him. 

Pilgrimage consists of obligatory actions 
and others which were done by the Prophet, 
and as such, they have become sunnah, i.e. 
they are highly recommended and earn us a 
reward for doing them although they are not 
obligatory. 

Anyone who comes to Makkah for pil- 
grimage or Vmrdh (j.e., out of season mini- 
pilgrimage) must at a certain point in his 




joumey change into pilgrimage garments 
known as ihram. Those points differ in dis- 
tance from Makkah but most of them are 
over 100 kms away. The garments are,, for 
men, two pieces of cloth, preferably white, 
one to be wrapped around the waist and 
stretching down well below the knee. The 
other is thrown over the shoulders, so that the 
two together may cover the whole body 
leaving the head and the lower part of one’s 
legs bare. For women ihram garments are 
ordinary clothes covering their heads (not the 
face) and all their bodies. The dress should be 
simple, wide and without eye-catching pat- 
terns. People who live within the area formed 
by drawing lines connecting all these points 
may put on their ihram garments in their 
homes just before setting out for pilgrimage. 

When the pilgrim arrives in Makkah he 
goes immediately to the Ka’abah where he 
offers the arrival tawaf, (tawaf is to go round 
the Ka’abah, seven times, starting at the 
black stone). During tawtf one may glorify 
Allah, recite Qur’an, or pray Him for any 
matter. Tawtrf is a form of worship which may 
be offered as many times as one wishes, pro- 
vided that each tawaf consists of going round 
the Ka’ abah seven times. Tawqf may be inter- 
rupted by talking. After tawaf one is required 
to walk seven times between the two hills of 
Safa and Marwah which are adjacent to the 
Grand Mosque. One starts at Safa and walks 
down to the Maxwah and then comes back. 
Each time one reaches either hiD counts for 
one of the seven laps of his walk which is 
called Safe. 

On the eighth day of Thul-Hajjah pilgrims 
leave Makkah, in their ihram garments, for 
Mm a, which is approximately ten kilometers 
from Makkah. They stay there overnight and 
occupy themselves with prayers, reading the 
Qur’an or glorification of Allah. This stay in 
Mina is sunnah, i.e. Dot obligatory. 

The following day, 9th Thul-Hajjah all pil- 
grims gather at Arafah. This is the focal point 
in their pilgrimage. They stay there from 
midday and start to leave after dusk. The idea 
is to spend part of the day and part of the 
night at Arafah. As this is the duty without 
which one’ s pilgrimage cannot be valid, Allah 
has made a concession to us that anyone 
spends at Arafah any length of time between 
midday on the 9th and dawn on the 1 Oth of 
Thul-Hajjah is considered to have fulfilled 
this duty. 

Pilgrims start their joumey back to Mina 
after dusk on the 9th of Thul-Hajjah. They 
stop at Muzdalifah which is about half way 
between Arafah and Mina. There they must 
stay until after midnight at least but it is much 
better to stay until shortly before sunrise, 
when they continue their journey to Mina. 
Throughout the day and night pilgrims may 
chant certain words expressing the fact that 
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quarters of the world. We see this hap- 
pening every year as it has been happening 
since the day Abraham made that caU. We 
see it just as Allah promised. People yearn 
to come and save a part of their income in 
order to undertake die joumey. Those who 
can afford it use the best and fastest means 
of transport; and the ones who are poor do 
come also, on foot 

During their pilgrimage people “avail 
themselves of many a benefit.” Indeed, pil- 
grimage is a religious duty which combines 
worship and purification of one’s soul with 
benefits which relate only to this worid. 
Traders and businessmen find in pilgrimage 
a fantastic season. This is why all sorts of 
products have always been brought to 
Makkah, from all comers of the world, 
where they sell at a profit. Pilgrimage wit- 
nesses indeed a fine world exhibition and an 
international fair which does not require the 
kind of expenditure exhibitions need to 
organize. There is no harm for pilgrims to 
bring any goods with them and sell them to 
repaver some of their expenses. 

^ Pilgrimage: is also a conference where the 
' participants share the same ideology and 
the same objectives. It brings out the best 
from all Muslim peoples and enhances their 
unity and serves their common cause. 

The best and most important benefit pil- 
grims have, however, is the purification of 
their souls as they fee I close to Allah, having 
shed their burdens of sin and wiped then- 
slates clean and earned Allah’s forgiveness. 


they have undertaken their joumey in obedi- 
ence to Allah. 

When they arrive in Mina they have a busy 
day ahead of them. They stone the first Jam- 
rah before midday, go back to Makkah for 
tawaf, which is called fadhah, slaughter their 
sacrificed animals (if rhey have to) and shave 
their heads or shorten their hair. When they 
have completed three out of these four duties 
(two of the three, if they do not have to sac- 
rifice) they may wear their ordinary clothes. 
It is needless to say that women do not shave 
their heads; they only trim a bit of their hair. 

These four duties may be done in any 
order. What remains afterward is for the pil- 
grims to stay in Mina for the following two or 
three nights. Each day they should stone the 
three Jamarat, throwing seven little stones at 
each, mentioning the name of Allah as they 
throw each little stone. 

Many of the pilgrimage actions commemo- 
rate actions from the time of Abraham. 
Stoning at the Jamarat is- one such com- 
memoration. When Abraham (peace be on 
him) was ordered by Allah to sacrifice his son 
Ishmael he took him out to this very spot in 
order to do what Allah had bid him. The devil 
tried to dissuade Abraham from doing so. He 
took the shape of a wise man counseling 
Abraham to spare his son. Abraham told him 
to go away. When he persisted Abraham hit 
him with stones and moved a little distance 
away to carry out what he was bid. Again the 
devil appeared to him and tried to dissuade 
him. Abraham hit him again and this was 
repeated three times before Ishmael was 
saved when the angel, Gabriel, brought 
Abraham a sheep to slaughter in place of his 
son. 

Thus the stoning at the Jamarat is a sym- 
bolic act, commemorating Abraham’s 
determination to do as Allah told him in the 
face of strong temptation to disobey Him. By 
this act we renew our resolve to obey Allah 
whatever He bids us. We do not believe that 
the devil actually lives there. Otherwise, he 
would have died a long time ago, with all this 

stoning. . .... 

After these two or three days m Mina pil- 
grims return to Makkah. Their pilgrimage is 
now over and they may go home or stay in 
Makkah for further worship at the House. 
Just before they leave, however, they should 
make a farewell tawaf. , 

This is merely a brief sketch of the actions 
one does during pilgrimage. Obvroudy we 
cannot provide a detailed guide for pil- 
grimage in our limited space. People may 
inquire from learned men about their pil- 
grimage details or consult a guide or a manual 

of pilgrimage. . . 

It should be added here that a properly 
carried out pilgrimage ensures forgiveness by 
Allah of one’s all past sins, no matter how 
grave they mav have been.

The ransom for relatives 


Allah has forgiven the Prophet and the 
Muslims their slip of judgment when they 
decided to free their prisoners from ransom. 

He also made it lawful for them to put the 
ransom money to whatever purpose they 
wished, as long as it was beneficial to them 
and served the interesrsoftheircommunity. 

Not all the prisoners had to pay ransom in 
order to be freed . Umar ibn Abdullah of the 
Jmnah dan was one of the poor among the 
prisoners. He had several daughters. He 
appealed to the Prophet in these words: 

“ Messenger of Allah, you know that I have 
not got any money to speak of. I am indeed 
one of the needy and I have a large family to 
support. 1, therefore, appeal to your 
generosity to set me free." The Prophet 
granted his appeal and set him free after 
taking from him a firm pledge never to join 
any force which aims to fight the PropbeL 
Indeed Umar was one of quite a few pris- 
oners whom the Prophet released for no 
ransom because they were poor. 

A shrewd decision was made by the 
Prophet when be stipulated that any pris- 
oners who could read and write would be set 
free for no ransom if he taught ten Muslim 
children to read and write. Most of the 
Arabs at the time were illiterate. The 
Prophet himself received no education 
when he was young and did not write and 
read. His decision, therefore, shows that bis 
grasp of all matters was so good that he 
realized that to provide basic education for 
tea Muslim children equaled the four 
thousand dirhams many of the prisoners 
had' to pay in order to buy their freedom. 

As the declaration that the prisoners may 
buy their freedom went around the first to 
be released was Abu Wada’ah ibn 
Dhubairah of the Sahm clan. His son, 
Al-Muttalib, left Makkah quietly one night, 
when the Quraish were still playing it cool 
with regard to negotiating the prisoners’ 
release hoping to get easier terms. Al- 
Muttalib went straight to Madmah where he 
bought his father’s freedom for four 
thousand dirhams. 

There were several cases which are worth 
a special mention with regard to the release 
of the prisoners. An important personality 
among those prisoners was Suhail ibn Amr 
who was a fine public speaker. He used his 
talent to speak ill of the Prophet and Islam. 
Mikraz ibn Hafs was sent to Madinah to 
negotiate his release. When terms were 
agreed the Ansar who held him asked Mik- 
raz to pay the agreed ransom. He, however, 
did not have the money. He offered to stand 
in for Suhail, who would be released to fetch 
the money and get Mikraz released. This 
was indeed the way Suhail was set free. 
Prior to that, however, Umar ibn Al- 
Khattab suggested to the Prophet that he be 
allowed to puD out all SuhaiT s front teeth so 
that his speech would be impaired and he 
would never have the chance to speak in 
public against the Prophet. It was, in effect, 
a suggestion which aimed at depriving 
Suhail, and the Quraish generally, ofa pow- 
erful weapon which they used in 'spreading' 
false propaganda against the Prophet and % 
•against Islam. The Prophet, however, 
would have nothing of the sort. He taught us 
in this incident a very important principle of 
. maintaining our moral standards even with 
our enemies, in times of peace and war. He 
said to Uman “ I would not mutilate him lest 
Allah should mutilate me, even though I am 
a prophet.” Thus, mutilation of any person, 
dead or alive, is strictly forbidden in Islam, 
in all circumstances, even if he is our worst 
enemy. It is also reported that the Prophet 
said to Umar that Suhail might in future 
“take a stand of which you will not disap- 
prove." We shall relate the details of that 
stand in its proper place. 

Among the prisoners were some of the 
Prophet's own relatives. One of those was 
his son-in-law, Abulaas ibn Ar-Rabie who 
was married to the Prophet 7 s eldest daugh- 


ter, Zainab. She continued to live with him 
in Makkah after the Prophet’ s emigration to 
Madinah despite the fact that she was a 
Muslim and he was not. At the time, the 
rulings concerning such marriages were not 
yet revealed. Abulaas was the nephew of 
the Prophet's firsi wife, Khadeejah. At her 
request the Prophet approved his marriage 
with Zainab before he received his first 
revelations. Zainab was very happy with her 
husband who was a man of great honesty 

and integrity. . _ , . 

When relations between the Prophei and 
Quraish reached a low ebb while he was stm 

in Makkah preaching his message and 
speaking against idol worship some of the 
Quraish leaders thought of causing the 
Prophet personal proWeir.s by getting his 
daughters divorced. They, therefore, went 
to Abulaas and asked him to divorce 
Zainab, promising him that be could, 
instead, marry any woman of hiachoice. He 
turned down their request saying that he 
would not divorce Zainab for any other 
woman. Uthah ibn Abu Lahab, who was 
engaged to one of the Prophet? s other 
daughters, accepted the offer. He left her 
and chose in her place the daughter of 
Saeed ibn Al-aas. 

Now that Abulaas was a prisoner of war 
in Madmah, Zainab sent money for his 
release. She included in her offer of ransom 
a necklace which was her mother’ s gift to 
her on her wedding night. When the 
Prophet saw the necklace he was deeply 
touched. He said to his companions: "If you 
feel it proper to release her prisoner for her 
and refund her money, you may do so.” 
They said: “Sure,” and they released 
Abulaas without charging him a ransom. 

Among the prisoners of Badr was also the 
Prophet' s own uncle, Al- Abbas. He was the 
one the Prophet ordered not to be killed in 
the battle. Now the Muslims wanted him to 
pay his ransom. Obviously the matter was 
left to the Prophet, because no one dared 
demand a ransom from the Prophet' s own 
uncle. Al- Abbas, however, pleaded that he 
was a Muslim though he did not declare the 
fact to the Makkans. The Prophet ans- 
wered: “Allah knows whether you were 
truly- a Muslim. If so. He will certainly 
reward you. To all appearances, however, 
you were against us. You have, then, to pay 
the ransom for yourself, your two nephews 
Nawfal ibn Al-Harith and Uqail ibn Abu 
Talib and also for your ally Urbah ibn 
Amr." Al-Abbas replied that he did not 
have the money to pav all that. The Prophet 
asked him: “What about the treasure you 
and your wife Umm Al-Fadhl buried in the 
ground? You said to her that if you get 
killed the money should be divided among 
your three children, Al-Fadhl, Abdullah 
and Qutham. “Al-Abbas said, “ I certainly 
know that you are Allah’ s messenger. This 
was known to nobody apart from myself 
and my wife.” He then asked the Prophet to 
count toward the ransom demanded twenty 
ounces of silver the Mtislims gained from 
hkn during the battle. The Prophet refused 
saying that was of the spoils of war which 
belonged, by right, to the Muslims. Al- 
Abbas, thus, had no choice but to pay the 
ransom for himself, his two nephews and his 
ally. 

This shows very clearly how the Prophet 
maintained a high standard of fairness. He 
did not allow his uncle to get away lightly. 
He made him pay for his release and for his 
relations who did not have the means to buy 
their own freedom. In the case of his son- 
in-low the Prophet merely suggested to the 
Muslims to forgo the ransom. When they 
did so they did not feel obliged to comply. It 
was a matter of free choice. Had any of 
them refused, and eveiyone was entitled to 
refuse, Abulaas would have had to pay the 
ransom like his fellow prisoners.

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Trick to raising deer 

Veniburgers from Scotland

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WO DE JANEIRO (WP) _ The children 
begin climbing up to “Aunt Elisa's" at 8 a.m. 
when a sea breeze blows over the mountain- 
snk a«d [be alleys of Rocinha are filled 
m<wtly With stray dogs or gaunt men selling 
fruit from wooden crates. 

TItey arrive over the last ridge in disarray: 
oarefoot. distracted and trailing muddy sticks 
or doth bags they will later use to cany shoe 
polish to the wide sidewalks of the business 
district. 

This one room near the top of the moun- 
tain — with its few old desks, tin roof and 
patchwork walls of driftwood held up by tree 
branches, is their school. And Frandsca Elisa 
Medeiros Pirosi — Aunt Elisa in the vast 
slum of Rocinha. is making a reputation for 
teaching these rejected children to read.

and Pirosi has little formal education. Butina 
country where 25 percent of the adult popu- 
lation is illiterate.

This is my palace," Pirosi says in a con- 
spiratorial whisper, and wraps two wiry arms 
a J” 1 ? 111 - t5cin ha, where more than 
75.000 of Rio de Janeiro's destitute live in 
shacks built straight up a lush green moun- 
tamside. sjw is right. Only one publicschool is 
available for the more than 10,000 children 
in the district, and many families cannot 
afford even to try to »«■ it. 

“There isn’t money for uniforms and sup- 
plies." Pirosi said. “And the children are 
needed to fetch water from the wells, to help 
at home, to work in the streets during the day. 
Any child who has a problem — there are 
many here — is not allowed in the public 
school, anyway.” 

PirosTs answer has been to operate a sim- 
ple series of classes, allow children to freely 
come and go through the day and night and 
tailor her lessons to the special problems and 
interests that poor children have. 

Hers is the model of the informal, com- 
munity organized school, the only hope of 
education for much of Brazil's poor urban 
masses. "It is a different answer to a special 
situation,” she said. "This is a situation terr- 
ibly difficult to work with. There are so many 
social problems, and so many children are 
Iosl It takes a lot improvising, a lot of creativ- 
ity.” 

Since opening her school in 1980, Pirosi 
says, she has advanced about 50 children to 
the second grade of the publicschool, includ- 
ing some who were rejected because of retar- 
dation or behavioral problems. 

In three more months, she will “graduate" 

28 more, and a total of 80 now come to her 
shack in shifts between 8 a.m. and 10 p.m. 
with "rhythm and compassion ” she says, she 


can guide a willing child to semi-literacy in as 
little as 15 days. 

It is a work of great pride for Pirosi. a 
43 -year-old mother of two who worked as a 
domestic servant and a seamstress before 
becoming a teacher. Born in the poor, rural 
Brazilian northeast Pirosi had only one year 
of schooling before she married. 

Eighteen years ago. like tens of thousands 
of others from the northeast Pirosi and her 
family moved to the Rocinha slums at the 
edge of Rio in hopes of finding better work in 
a rapidly industrializing Brazil. Buflt up over 
a beach that has recently been lined with new 
luxury condominiums selling for $500,000 
each. Rocinha has changed little since the 
Pirosi s arrived. 

“It's only gotten bigger." she says. ".There 
is a lot of everything in Rocinha" Pirosi said. 
A lot of poverty, a lot of hunger, a lot of 
crime, repression, all the problems." 

PirosTs own work in the area started sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, when one of Jier 
daughters interrupted her sewing work for 
help in reading. Pirosi set out to make her 

own children literate and was so successful 

her oldest daughter is now in the public 
sc hooTs sixth grade — that neighbors and 
mends began asking her to teach their chil- 
dren to read. 

. „ With that, the idea of a school was bom. 
Pirosi says she spent six months raising con- 
tributions and looking for help before a group 
of people gathered together one weekend 
and raised her schoolroom with prized pieces 
of salvaged wood and a strip of surplus tin. 

Then. Pirosi says, the real labor began. She 
accepted aU children who would come to her 
room for a few minutes a day, including more 
than a dozen who were rejected from the 
public Khool for retardation or other hand- 
icaps. They pack the dark room on a busy 
morning, engaged in a dozen different tasks 
and in various stages of literacy — from writ- 
ing sentences to sputtering out the phonetic 
sounds of the alphabet 
Pirosi says she tries to have the children 
leam only one thing by rote — the five stan- 
dard vowels, identical in Portuguese and 
English. She then works them through con- 
sonant by consonant phonetically, identifying 
the look of each letter with something famil- 
iar. Charging about the room, mimicking the 
form of each letter with her body while all 
make its sound. Pirosi turns an S into a hissing 
snake, or a O into a man looking back over his 
shoulder. 

"The method just seemed natural to me.” 
she said. “All of it was just trying to get 
children to pay attention and remember it." 
Perhaps most importantly, PirosTs homespun 
technique is mixed with an intimate affection 
for her neighbors and their families. Rather 
than stand at the head of her class, she seems 
to spend most of her rime moving from stu- 
dent to student, hugging them affectionately, 
and sounding letters into their ears in hope of 
a response. 


When further encouragement is needed, 
she often simply sends one of her students 
through the maze of dusty alleys along the 
mountainside to fetch a father or brother to 
the school. She knows all the families and 
their work, and who can spare an hour to 
supervise a drawing exercise or repair the 
fragile electricity line to the shack. 

After several years of working by herself. 
Pirosi was discovered by UNICEF through 
relief workers in Rocinha. The organization 
gave her a grant of about $50 last year, plus a 
blackboard. Other donations for the school 
soon came in: a collection of old but sturdy 
school desks from Rio's American school 
(“the very richest," Pirosi stresses), and this 
year, a grant of about $75 from th e city edu- 
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cation department. 

Pirosi is not counting on government aid to 
. g 3 “ r 80,1001 8 oln 8 or open new facilities 
in Rocinha. though. In fact, after thiselection 
year, she says she doesn't have much hope 
that the government wifi renew the grant to 
her school to pay for pencils and paper and 
her lost income as a seamstress. 

Instead, she says, she is hoping community 
leaders in Rocinha will organize to keep her 
school going and open a string of new ones for 
the thousands of children still in the streets. 
“It is the only solution," she says. "We have 
to do our own work and build our own 
resources. And when we have 10 or 20 
schools like this here, there will be no way 
they will be able to ignore us."

BANGKOK (Depthnews) — The semi- 
conductor is a marvel of Western technology. 
Transformed into an electronic circuit of up 
to 1 00.000 transistors and other parts, this 
single chip of silicon “half the size of a small 
fingernail" becomes the brain of electronic 
produ.cts from toys and hand calculators to 
elaborate communications equipment and 
strategic missile guidance systems. 

Top scientific and engineering, know-how 
goes into the design and. manufacture of 
semiconductors. But. the challenging, pore-- 
stigious part of the job is confined to a select . 
group. The rest is routine assembly work that 
is not only boring and strenuous (eye prob- 
lems are common among the workers), but 
also involves exposure to toxic chemicals that 
could be fatal in the long run. 

Assembly line tasks begin in the mother 
companies (primarily quartered in the so- 
called Silicon Valley of California) where 
layers of silicon axe made into “wafers.” The 
next step is the most labor-intensive; the waf- 
ers are shipped to where labor has been found 
to be the cheapest — - Asia.

Hie Philippine govemmeni also reported 
iat the local industry now accounts for about 
20 percent of the world's semiconductor 
assembly production in terms of volume and 
that ten more American electronic com- 
panies plan to operate in the country. 

Aside from the dollar income, however, 
jobs provision seems to be the only other 
“benefit" offered by semiconductor TNCs. 
“As highly compartmentalized segments of a 
multinational production process.'* observes 
writer Miss Rachael Grossman in Southeast 
Asia Chronicle and Pacific Research, “the 

jobs develop skills ' with no application in 
other industries ... As the only part of the 
electronics process which comes to Southeast 
Asia, there is not even an opportunity for 
advancement or transfer to other kinds of 
work within the same industry." 

Relatively low wages prevail. Interviews in 
different parts of Asia in 1981. which the 
quarterly Asian journal Balm compiled and 
published in its latest issue, showed the 
monthly wages as follows; Pakistan, $20; Sri 
■Lanka. $26.76; Thailand. $49.66 to $61.10 
in Bangkok and $49.66 to $54.03 outside the 


capital; Malaysia. S67.55; and the Philip- 
pines. $59.50 in Metro Manila and 555.25 
outside the metropolis. 

On the other band, ihe better-off countries 
which provide more highly skilled manpower 
command higher rates for workers, with 
monthly wages of $450. $156 and $150 for 
Japan. Hong Kong and Taiwan, respectively. 

Many of the women work to help out their 
families, said Miss. Grossman. But sending 
money would have to wait until the girls 
become regualr employees and have learned 
to qualify for the bonuses. At the same rime, 
however, they are bedeviled by vanity items 
like cosmetics, blue jeans and jewelry. Some 
comapnies even have in-plan stores selling- 
these items. Miss Grossman pointed out that 
“elaborate makeup is part of the electronics 
image in Malaysia, and the factories even 
provide classes on how to apply it.” 

And while freedom is one reason why some 
of the girls seek work away from their 
families, they unwittingly play into the hands 
of management which "brainwashes them 
with concepts of femininity and submissive- 
ness.” They are bombarded with these con- 
cepts through company publications featur- 
ing women as sex objects.

Eggplants are abundant in the Middle East 
and are prepared in a variety of ways. The 
local markets contain large fat eggplants, and 
small slender ones (commonly called “beid il 
ajil” or “buffs nuts”). Although they are 
usually a shiney purplish color, you may be 
able to find some of the delicately colored 
small white eggplants. 

Hot eggplant puree 

(Teghmis il Beitinjah) / 

One of the many members of the pureed 
satad/appetizer family, this lightly spiced 
eggplant puree is served warm. 

Ingredients: 

1 large eggplant 

2 cloves garlic 
Vi teaspoon salt 
Vi cup olive oil 

% teaspoon paprika 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
pinch' cumin (optional)

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New technique 
for prosthesis 

HOUSTON, (AP) — A physician has 
developed a technique of permanently 
attaching facial prosthesis by a system of tiny 
gold rings, a procedure which he says could 
bring relief to patients disfigured by surgery. 

Dorothy Verdell Melton, who lost her nose 
two years ago to cancer, became the first 
recipient of an artificial nose anchored to her 
nasal cavity by the gold rings, developed by 
Dr. Ariydasa Udagama. 

“This nose feels like the one 1 was bora 
with," Mrs. Melton, 46, of Cleveland, said 
Wednesday. "It is fantastic." 

The nose is made of silicone and has the 
look and color of normal tissue. It can be 
opened up like a clam shell for adjustment 
and for hygiene. 

She received the new nose on Aug. 9. 
Before that, she wore an artificial nose that 
was glued to her face with an adhesive. 

Udagama. an associate professor of dental 
oncology at the University of Texas' M.D. 
Anderson Hospital and Tumor Institute 
here, developed a technique of permanently 
attaching prosthesis by small gold rings that 
permanently heal inside the anchoring tissue, 
much like earrings in a pierced ear. 

Tbe rings also can be used to attach an 
artificial ear, said Udagama, and he is 
developing an artificial breast that can be 
permanently attached. He hopes to perfect a 
similar system that would enable patients to 
snap false teeth into place and then have no 
fear that the dentures will slip. 

Permanent prosthesis can be "very sig- 
nificant” for facial cancer patients who have 
had features surgically removed, he said." we 
call these patients closet people” said 
Udagama. “They usually live in the closet 
and are afraid to go out.” 

Thousands have had facial cancer surgery, 
he said, and many are left with gaping wounds 
that cannot be closed or reconstructed with 
natural tissue. 

The answer has been silicone and 
polyurethane features that were glued on. 
But tbe patients cannot sleep or bathe in the 
devices. _

Woman reformer fights 
for Thai slum dwellers

KLONG TQ£Y, Thailand (AP) — It was 
an old unfinished battle, and when Praieep 
Ungsongiham heard that a government 
agency was again encroaching on her people, 
she dropped her studies in the United States 
to return to her fight in the slums of Thailand. 

For Praieep — a slight, unassuming, 30- 
year-old woman — the battlefield has been 
Bangkok's Klong Toey slum, one of the 
world's largest by United Nations estimates. 

Prateep was bom in this sprawling shan- 
tytown built over mosquito-ridden swamp- 
lands. She spent a poverty-wracked chil- 
dhood here and while still a teenager laun- 
ched a struggle to bring learning, health and 
dignity to thousands of her neighbors. They 
caD her “the slum angel of Bangkok." 

Prateep had left her home earlier this year 
when an American benefactor offered to help 
ber continue graduate studies in the United 
States. At that time, she thought an under- 
standing had finally been reached between 
her comm unity and its old adversary: the port 
authority of Thailand. 

This government agency had been seeking 
to evict 5,000 people from a section of Klong 
Toey, where Prateep had set up her now- 
thriving Pattana village community school, a 
nurseiy and a profusion of other welfare pro- 
jects. 

Word got back to Prateep in Wichita, Kan- 
sas, that the agency, which owns the slum 
land, was planning to move her community in 
order to expand facilities from tbe adjacent 
river port area. If eviction had to come, 
Prateep says, she wanted to insure that the 
government provided her people with ade- 
quate alternate land and facilities. 

Prateep' s chief weapons are the force of 
her personality and a national and inter- 
national reputation, which make it difficult 
for her opponents to bully and threaten as 
they have done in the past. In 1 978 Prateep 
received Asia's equivalent of the Nobel Prize, 
the Magsaysay Award for public service, and 
hi 1980 she became the first Asian to receive 
the John D. Rockefeller Youth Award. 

Other Bangkok slums are not so lucky to 
have such leadership. Sumet Jumsai, one of 
Thailand's top architects and an adviser to 
the government on urban problems, 
estimates that of tbe capital's population of 
5.2 million, 1.2 million live in slums and that 
of these 500,000 are on the move at any one 
time. About 200,000 new migrants come to 
tbe slums each year. Unused land is 
increasingly scarce and costly. 

“It's a question of developers who want to 
develop slums for profit and slum dwellers 
who are struggling to survive" Prateep says. 
The government in recent years has 


offered more protection to slum people, buj 
Prateep and Dr. Sompom Surarit — another 
recognized fighter for better conditions — 
say that mysterious slum fires, crooked dealf 
and gangster harassment- are still common 
when private interests feel threatened. 

Sumet believes the most crucial slum prob- 
lem is the lack of comprehensive government 
policies on urban land tenure and on impro- 
ving conditions — both socially and 
economically — of the slum people. 

Several thousands have been relocated in 
recent years to government-built tenements. 
These crude concrete blocks afford some 
advantages over jerry-built shacks. 

But the tenement dwellers must pay rent 
and live a segregated, urban life-style, while , 
their slum counterparts pay. no rent, only { 
nominal municipal charges, and exist in an ; 
environment far more akin to the rural vil- j 
lages many had left 

Klong Toey — home for 30,000 to 40,000 ' 
people — is a dense concentration of shacks 
perched on stilts and connected by plank- 
ways. The smell of the swamp prevades^all. 
Tbe average family of five io eight persons 
lives in close quarters and makes money 
where it can, collecting mosquito larvae in the 
black slush, picking plastic bags from garbage 
piles for resale after cleaning, hauling con- 
crete at the city's big construction projects. 
Klong Toey is also a center qf crime and drug 
addiction. 

And yet tbe insides of tbe shacks are 
invariably clean and brightened by flowers 
and posters. Children scamper in and out of 
houses and down the alleys, there is much 
evidence of self-help and good meighbor- 
liness. When Prateep's community was for- 
ced by authorities to move from one part of 
the slum to another, families helped each 
other put up new homes and all pitched in to 
construct a new school 

Prateep was born in this environment, her 
father a poor Chinese immigrant who wove 
baskets to eke out a living. Although she 
hungered for education. Prateep dropped ouP 
of school for five years to supplement the 
family income by selling cakes and candy, 
packing fire crackers and chipping rust fro.:: 
merchant ships. 

Not only did she go back to school, but at 
the age of 16 began teaching those around 
her in a room of her house. Soon it was 
crammed with 60 children. 

Today, the school has more than 800 pupils 
and around it and Prateep's modest house are 
a nurseiy for children of working mothers, a 
vocational training center for young people 
and other activitiest^or health care, slum 
research and slum organization.

Crying behavior X-rayed

WASHINGTON (WP) — Women cry 
five times as often as men. a typical crying 
episode lasts about six minutes and tears are 
most often shed between 7 and 10 p.m. 
according to a new study that Minnesota 
biochemist William H. Frey calls “the first 
formal investigation of aduilt human crying 
behavior." 

Crying stimulated by emotion is unique 
to the human being, notes Frey, 34. who has 
been testing his theory that emotional tears 
are nature's way of excreting bodily chemi- 
cals that build up in response to stress. 

“This hypothesis suggests." he says. “ that 
emotional tears should be chemically dif- 
ferent from tears produced in response to 
eye irritation by onions, for example." 
While Frey has found “a statistically signif- 
icant difference in the amounts of protein” 
in emotional and irritant tears, chemicals 
found in emotional tears have yet to be 
linked with emotional stress. 

Gathering the tears was “a challenge" 
admits Frey, who ran newspaper ads asking 
“will you cry for us?" and paid participants 
$3 to S 1 0 to sit through a tear-jerker movie 
- Brian *s Songs was one of the weepiest — 
and then come back to cry over chopped 
onions. 

In his recent investigation of crying fre- 
quency. 286 females and 45 males (“men 
volunteered much less often than womeft”) 
kept records for 30 days of all emotional 
and irritant crying episodes. Less detailed 
crying information was gathered from 201 
females and 124 males. 

“From a biochemical viewpoint people 
who are sad or depressed could be suffering 
.from a chemical imbalance. 1 ’ claims Frey. 


"that is restored, at least partially, by the 
excretion of certain substances in tears." 

Although Frey owns up to shedding emo- 
tional tears "maybe once every three or 
four months," the subjects of his study cried 
much more often: 

— Women cried about 5.3 times in tbe 
month, men about 1 .4 times. 

— Only 6 percent of females reported no 
emotional crying episodes, while 45 percent | 
of the males reported none. | 

— Most male ciyirfg episodes (71 per - 1 
cent) were comprised of “watery eyes” 
only, without “flowing tears” (which nearly 
half of female crying episodes included). 

— Nearly three-fourths of the females 
and 58 percent of tbe males reported feeling 
“generally positive" about crying. Eighty- 
five percent of females and 73 percent of 
males said they usually felt better after cry- 
ing. 

— The stimulus for female crying 
episodes:,40 percent interpersonal relations 
(arguments, weddings, etc.). 27 percent 
media (movies. TV. etc.) 6 percent sad 
thoughts, 1 percent physical pain and 26 
percent “other." Stimulus for male crying: 
36 percent media, 36 percent interpersonal 
relations. 9 percent sad thoughts and 19 
percent other. 

— The primary emotions associated with 
female crying episodes: 49 percent sadness, 
21 percent happiness, 10 percent anger. 7 
percent sympathy, 5 percent anxiety. 3 per- 
cent fear and 5 percent other. 

— “A lump in the throat" occurred in 
half of female and 29 percent of male crying 
episodes, “sobbing” in 1 4 percent of female 
and 10 percent of male episodes. 

— There was no significant correlation of 
emotional crying frequency with age.

President Ronald Reagan has signed a law 
ordering an end to a four-day-old rail strike 
which has paralyzed freight traffic nation- 
wide. halted most passenger traffic in the 
south and west and caused hundreds of 
thousands of employees to be laid off.

The train drivers are trying to preserve 
their preferential wage differentials over other 
railway workers. The strike has been 
weighing heavily on the U.S. economy, with 
railroad executives estimating the overall loss 
to the country at $1 billion a day. 

The president said he preferred to keep the 
government out of the area of collective bar- 
gaining "but we’re also committed to protec- 
ting the vital national interests" involved. 

"Our economy must stay on the track of 
recovery." The emergency law, approved by 
the Senate Tuesday night, was passed Wed- 
nesday by the House of Representatives. 

The emergency law imposes a contract set- 
tlement on the locomotive engineers’ union 


and the rail industry, thus ending the walkout 
— at least officially — after four days. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, were expected to abide by the 
decree. 

The strike halted most freight traffic 
around the country and interrupted pas- 
senger lines in the west and south as well as 
service for 150,000 commuters in San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago and Boston. 

The joint congressional resolution, prop- 
osed by the Reagan administration, orders 
the union to agree to a settlement recom- 
mended by a presidential commission and 
already endorsed by the rail industry and 12 
other unions. 

The recommended agreement calls for a 
28.8 percent wage increase over 39 months 
retroactive to April. 1 981 .. The engineers earn 
and average of $36,000 a year, says the 
transportation department. 

The recommended settlement calls for 
further negotiations, however, on the issue of 
wage differentials between the engineers. and 
other members of train crews. But it would 
prohibit the union from striking again on that 
issue. The last nationwide rail strike was in 
1971.

Dollar rates bounce back 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 ( AP) - Falling 
food and gasoline prices held inflation in the 
United States to an annual rate of 3.3 percent 
in August, the smallest rise in four months, 
the government said Thursday. 

Prices moderated across the board, except 
for medical care, the only * component in the 
Labor Departmetn's consumer price index 
that has risen substantially -every month this 
year. 

Largely responsible for August’s 03 per- 
cent seasonally adjusted monthly increase 
were the 0.1 percent decline posted for 
gasoline prices and the 0.3 percent fall in food 
costs. 

Fot the first eight months of 1982, con- 
sumer prices advanced at an annual rate of 
5.1 percent. If that rate held steady for the 
rest of the year, the overall increase would be 
tbe smallest since the 4.8 percent rise of 
1976.

BEIRUT. Sept. 23 (AFP) — With head of 
state Elias Sarkis now ending six years in 
power, the Lebanese economy is in shreds 
due to weak leadership that has generally 
failed to meet the challenge arising from the 
civil war. 

Money troubles have plagued the nation 
since the end of the 1975-76 dvfl conflict. 
The chief cause, has been the spread of illicit 
ports along the Lebanese coastline. These 
harbors, controlled by various militia organ- 
izations. have taken in ships bringing a wide 
selection of consumer goods. 

This practice followed on from the reign of 
lawlessness that began in the civil war period 
when each side imported weapons along 
parts of the coast it controlled. 

When tbe fighting ended, the harbor re- 
opened and the economy got going again. 
The militia forces simply switched from arms 
to consumer goods. In particular the so- 
called “Lebanese forces” consisting of 
unified Christian militia groups had No. five 
basin at Beirut as their oyster. 

This basin was judged the busiest and most 
profitable of all Lebanese ports. Many trad- 
ers chose to bring in their merchandise there, 
handing over large sums to the “Lebanese 
forces” for services rendered. Thus they 
spurned the official port of Beirut, where 
their customs payments would have bene- 
fited the state. 

Areas that amounted to “mini-Lebanons" 
grew up as physical danger persisted and 
•" Apolitical crises bracked the nation with disas- 
trous results for the nation's finances. 

Just prior to the civil war in 1 974 customs 
dues accounted for about 50 percent of the

state's revenue, but by 1981 the figure was 
down to 27 percent and a further decline will 
have occurred this year, with Beirut port shut 
down for three months this summer after 
Israel invaded. 

Year after year the state’s revenue slips 
and its expenditure rises 20 or 30 percent per 
annum. Economists here nevertheless had 
hopes of plugging the deficit with Arab aid 
and other funds. In 1981. for example, they 
targeted a 1 7 percent revenue rise that would 
have partially covered the heavy deficit. 

But the Arab funds arrived in dribbles, and 
this was not tbe only disappointment. When 
the port of Beirut closes, the state loses about 
$200,000 a day. which works out at $20 mil- 
lion for tbe 100 days* fighting this year. 

The accumulated deficit since the civil war 
is estimated at 8.000 million pounds or $1 .6 
billion. A year ago economist and ex-premier 


Selim El Hoss, the first head of government 
under Sarkis, said Lebanon as a country 
could co □ apse for economic reasons. 

This is even more of a threat today with 
Israel occupying half the territory and Israeli 
exports to Lebanon r unnin g into mfllinp g of 
dollars. 

Another factor is tbe high emigration fig- 
ure over the past six years. Many Lebanese 
have simply left the country leaving families 
and dependents behind them. They have fled 
the Israeli operations in southern Lebanon 
where most of the poorer folk live, the money 
problems encountered by companies, and the 
general insecurity. 

Emigration has assumed dramatic propor- 
tions since 1980. A United Nations agency 
has estimated that some 50.000 Lebanese 
have left tbe country each year since 1 980 as 
aganist 1 0.000 before the civil war. 


PARIS, Sept. 23 (AFP) — Lower profits 
and a sharp eye on distribution costs and 
public aid programs are part of France's 
forthcoming anti-inflation drive, Economics 
and Finance Minister Jacques Delors said 
here Thursday. 

He was addressing the press on the 
government’s plan to break France's chronic 
inflation spiral over the next few months 
when tbe current four-month pay and price 
freeze ends on Oct. 31. 

Delors stressed that the government was 
not seeking “scapegoat^’, but warned that 
some professions, such as the medical and 
pharmaceutical sectors, needed to look again 
at their prices and profit margins. 

He conceded that tbe government, too, 
bad to make budget savings, and to 
“rationalize” its industrial and employment 
aid. 

Delors urged private enterprise to 
stimulate output and cut production costs. 
But he pledged that firms did not have to fear 


stiff government pricing policies without cor- 
responding pay policies. Distribution costs of 
fruit and vegetables, fish and meat would be. 
examined, and competition — not the coun- 
try’s strongest point — needed; to' be 
encouraged, he added. • 

Lower interest rates were a priority of the 
government, Delors said, adding that ways 
were being sought to help firms which had 
contracted long-term loans at fixed interest 
rates and, therefore, stood to lose 
“’dangerously” from falling rates!!' 

Other planks of the anti-inflation cam- 
paign were a strengthening of consumer 
bodies, and “moderation” of government 
handouts to non-productive people such as 
tbe pensioners and the unemployed, be said.

Debt-ridden Ecuador in throes of crisis 


QUITO. Sept. 23 (R) — Financial crisis 
afflicting much of Latin America has now 
reached Ecuador, which has a foreign debt 
totaling at least $6.3 billion and. like Mexico, 
is asking to delay repayments on some loans. 

Net international reserves have fallen from 
$560 million at the end of last year to $320 
million — a level described by one foreign 
diplomat as dangerously low as it represents 
less than the cost of two months' imports. 

The crisis, according to banking and dip- 
lomatic sources. is due to weak oil prices, high 
world interest rates and what one called ‘a 
wild borrowing spree since 1978 based on 
over-ambitious predictions of oil earnings.’ 
Jose Antonio Correa, who heads the 
monetary board in charge of financial policy 
said talks had begun with the main foreign 
creditor banks to give the country a breathing 
space. 


A total of $850 nuUion, due for repayment 
this year and next, must be renegotiated, he 
said. But banking sources put Ecuador’s total 
commitments over the period at around $1 
billion taking into account maturing 
medium-term loans. 

The country’s balance of payments deficit, 
which was $1 billion last year, could reach 
$1.4 billion in 1982. the sources said. 

Ecuador 1 s public sector foreign debt stands 
at $5.2 billion and the private sector debt,, 
some of it unregistered, totals at $1 .1 billion, 
official statistics show. 

But with assistance from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and the Cooperation 
of International Commercial Banks, Ecuador 
should be able to overcome its short-term 
foreign debt difficulties, according to the 
sources.

But bankers said Correa at the monetary 
board and Pinto Rubianes at the finance 
ministry should be able to put matters right 
Ecuador' s quota in the IMF means it could 
draw about $118 million from the fund.

This deal comes from a 
team of four match. At one 
table, after North opened with 
a weak two heart bid. South 
wound up in six clubs doubled. 

West led the queen of spades 
and declarer played low from 
dummy. East followed suit 
with the deuce, in effect ask- 
ing partner to stop playing the 
suit Had East wanted another 
spade lead, he would have 
played a higher spade than the 
deuce. 


But West, ignoring partner’s 
request that he shift to another 
suit, continued with a spade. 

To declarer, this was manna 
from heaven. He ruffed the 
spade, led the ace of clubs, 
played a heart to dummy's 
king, returned the ten of dubs 
to his jack, drew East’s last 
trump, and so made the rest of 
the tricks. West’s failure to 
lead a diamond at trick two, 
the obvious shift, permitted 
declarer to score a plus of 
1,090 points instead of a minus 
of 100 points. 

The deal demonstrates the 
importance of partnership 
cooperation in defense. 
Perhaps West was con- 
stitutionally unable to bring 
himself to lead away from the 
king of diamonds at trick two, 
and dedded instead to make 
the “safe” lead of another 
spade. But, as later events 
proved, the spade continua- 
tion was not redly safe. 

Oddly enough. West’s 
mistake was only the minor 
part of a double disaster for 
his team. At the other table Ins 
teammates, sitting North- 
South, allowed their opponents 
to play six: spades doubled, 
making an overtrick, for a 
score of 1,860 points. South led 
the fang of chibs. Declarer ruf- 
fed in dummy, finessed the 
queen of spades, and easily 
took the rest of tie tricks. 

The successful team gained 
2,950 points on this one deal!

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Thatcher meets Zhao 


Talks on Hong Kong 
said making advance 


PEKING, Sept. 23 (AP) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and Chinese 
Premier Zhao Zryang discussed the future of 
Hong Kong during a two-hour meeting 
Thursday. British sources said progress was 
achieved on the delicate issue of Britain's 
Asian colony. 

“ We made a good start on the subject of 
Hong Kong and the atmosphere was good.” 
British sources said, asking to remain 
anonymous. Before the talks Zhao declared 
China must regain its sovereignty over the 
British colony in 1997. 

"Of course China must regain 
sovereignty,” Zhao told reporters before 
meeting Mrs. Thatcher, '‘But I do not think 
the question of sovereignty affects Hong 
Kong’s prosperity.” 

“If China regains sovereignty, it certainly 


British to shun 
Japanese cars 


HONG KONG. Sept. 23 (AFP) — The 
governor of Hong Kong has given formal 
orders: No Japanese car is to be used in Prime 
Minis ter Margaret Thatcher’s motorcade 
when she arrives here Sunday. Mrs. Thatcher 
will travel by Rolls Royce. her entourage by 
Jaguar or in Australian-made Holdens. 

But the order is a headache because the 
official motor pool consists mainly of Dat- 
suns. Toyotas and other makes imported 
from the land of the Rising Sun. 

Generally well-informed sources say the 
decision had nothing to do with the Japanese 
textbook row or even Britain's displeasure 
with Japan's Nissan automobile company, 
which seems to have reversed a plan to buQd a 
plant in Britain, despite appeals from Mrs. 
Thatcher herself. The British dvfl servants 
believe they should set an example and drive 
British. 


will take a number of measures to guaranis 
the prosperity and stability of Hong Kong,” 
he said. He did not elaborate. 

Britain's lease on Hong Kong expires in 
1997, and Hong Kong is seeking early 
assurances about its future. The issue is 
expected to dominate Chinese leaders' talks 
with Mrs. Thatcher, who arrived Wednesday 
for an official visit. 

“We are anxious to maintain the stability 
and prosperity of Hong Kong,” said the 
British sources, who asked to remain uniden- 
tified. 

The sources declined to comment on Hong 
Kong press reports that a joint China- Hong 
Kong commission would be established to 
study the problem. Mrs. Thatcher and Zhao 
later discussed the need to improve Sino- 
British trade. 

Political analysts said Zhao’s statement on 
Hong Kong amounted to a timely reas- 
surance that*. whatever solution was worked 
out, investors in Hong Kong there could put 
their minds at ease. Officials said both the 
British and Chinese governments recognized 
the importance of the issue. They added that 
the crucial issues of both sovereignty and the 
administration of the colony were covered 
during the talk, but details could not be pub- 
licized. “We don't propose to negotiate 
through the media,” one official said. 

Britain rules most of Hong Kong, the so- 
called new territories which cover nine-tenths 
of its area, under a 99-year lease which 
expires In 1997. The rest of the colony, 
including Hong Kong island, was ceded in 
perpetuity to Britain after China lost rhe 
“Opium WarsT of the 19th century. 

The officials said Mrs. Thatcher was 
invited to speak first at Thursday’s meeting, 
and spent roughly 30 minutes setting out 
Britain's position on Hong Kong. Zhao spent 
a si m i lar amount of time giving China's viefts 
on the colony and the two leaders then dis- 
cussed Hong Kong in detail for a further 
hour. 


Europe to put clocks back 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 23 (R) - Millions of 
Europeans will get an extra hour in bed this 
weekend as clocks are put back an hour to 
mark the official end of summer. The simul- 
taneous switch, in 24 East and West 
European countries, will put an end to long 
light evenings as winter draws in. 

But several countries will be out of step. 
The Soviet Union has opted to do things its 
own way, putting its clocks back on Oct. 1. 
Albania and Iceland are not taking part at all, 
Britain and Ireland change one month later 
and Turkey, believing in eternal summer, 
will stay one hour ahead of its neighbors. 

“ My aim is to get all of Europe to change its 
clocks at the same time” said Patrick 
Lefevre, who directs the European Commis- 
sion's efforts to harmonize summertime 
changes throughout the European com- 
munity. When the last countries have fallen 
into line, there will remain four time zones in 
Europe. 

Britain and Ireland will revert to the stan- 
dard Greenwhkh Mean Time (GMT). The 
rest of their partners in the European Com- 


munity will be one hour ahead (GMT plus 
one) with the exception of Greece which will 
be on GMT plus two. Most East European 
countries will also be on GMT plus two, one 
hour behind the Soviet Union. 


The synchronized change represents an 
effort to simplify cross-border com- 
munications. Most Common Market coun- 
tries reintroduced summertime, enforced 
during World War II, about eight years ago as 
an energy-saving device. National dif- 
ferences can produce odd results, however. 
In divided Cyprus, for example, the Greek- 
ruled section of the island will be one hour 
behind the Turkish section. 


The following countries change their 
clocks on the morning of Sunday, Sept. 26: 
Andorra, Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Cyprus 
(Greek), Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Fin- 
land, France. East and West Germany, 
Greece, Hungary, -Italy, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, 
Romania, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Yugoslavia. 


Warsaw Pact general warns U.S. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 23 (Agencies) — 
M arshal Viktor Kulikov, commander of the 
Warsaw Pact, warned the United States 
Thursday that the Soviet Union would match 
’any buildup in American military strength. 

In an interview with the semi-official 
Novosti press agency, he said the United 
States was aiming for militaiy superiority 
over the Soviet Union and trying to win 
public backing for a major armaments drive. 
'“But it is quite obvious that no one can upset 
the ‘existing military-strategic balance and 
attain superiority in present-day conditions.” . 
the Marshal said. 

“Those who are nurturing such plans are 
clearly exaggerating their capabilities and los- 
ing sight of the other side's potential which 
will not stay passive in the face of military 
preparations directed against it,” he said. 

As long as the Western NATO alliance 
continued to build up its military power, the 
Warsaw Pact would continue to do whatever 
was necessary to meet the threat and keep its 


own defenses at a proper level. Marshal 
Kulikov said. 

Meanwhile, in an angry personal attack, ' 
the official Soviet news agency Tass said that 
U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
“does not hesitate” to lie if it suits his political 
purposes. 

“A responsible attitude about his own 
statement and truthfulness are not among the 
virtues of the Pentagon chief. On the con- 
trary, if he needs a lie to advance certain 
political .aims, he does not hesitate to use it 
without feeling any compunctions of consci- 
ence,” Tass said. 

The article, for distribution in the 
government-controlled Soviet media, was 
prompted by Weinberger’s latest comments 
about the alleged use t of slave labor to con- 
struct the Siberian natural gas pipeline to 
Western Europe. 

Weinberger said in a speech Tuesday in 
Washington, D.C.. that the evidence about 
the use of slave labor on the pipeline was not 
conclusive but.profoundly troubling. 


Britain sees defense ties with India 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 23 (AFP) - British 
.Defense Secretary John Nott, Thursday 
envisaged a “closer cooperation between 
India and Britain” in defense matters and 
said he was highly satisfied with his visit here 
'-which ended Thursday. 

Nott wrapped up his nine-day visit by 
meeting Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
Defense Minister R. Venkataraman and held 
detailed talks with Indian defense officials on 
cooperation. 

” My visit was a symbol of growing col- 
laboration between India and Britain in the 
field of defense and I am highly satisfied with 
the outcome,” he toJd the Indian news 
agency, PTI, before leaving for the southern 
Indian city of Bangalore on bis return home, 

“My talks have been extremely fruitful and 
I am more than satisfied,” he said. Earlier this 
week an Indian defense spokesman said India 


and Britain had agreed to further expand 
cooperation in defense matters, particularly 
in electronic systems. 

The spokesman did not spell out details of 
rife new areas of cooperation discussed 
during Nottf s visit. 

Britain is one of the few countries outside 
the Soviet bloc which helps India in defense 
fields. In 1978, the two countries signed a 
SI, 200- million agreement for the purchase 
of 40 deep penetration Jaguar strike aircraft 
assembly of 45 more in India and indigenous 
manufacture of 65 more under license from 
. British Aerospace. 

However, a recent PTI report from Lon- 
don said that India had decided to manufac- 
ture only 31 Jaguars and not 65 — the num- 
ber h had the option to under the terms of the 
1978 agreement.

Kenyan charged 
with treason 


Phnom Penh won’t seek U.N. seat 


NAIROBI. Kenya Sept. 23 (A_P) — A 
Kenyan journalist was charged with treason 
Thursday for allegedly working for the over- 
throw of the government at the time of she 
Aug. 1 coup attempt here. 

Otieno Makonyango. an assistant manag- 
ing editor of The Sunday Standard , was the 
third civilian to appear in a magistrate's court 
charged with treason. However, the prosecu- 
tion has not specifically linked them with the 
uprising by mainly junior-ranked air force- 
men. 

The others were Raila A. Odinga. son of 
former Vice President Ajurna Oginga Odinga. and 
Professor Alfred V. Otieno. dean of the Uni- 
versity of Nairobfs engineering department, 
who were charged Wednesday. All three are 
members of the Luo tribe, the largest tribe in 
Kenya after the dominant Kikuyu. The max- 
imum penalty for treason is death. 

The prosecution said that Makonyango. 
who was arrested Aug. 1 7. conspired to use 
unlawful means to bring down the govern- 
ment between an unknown date in July and 
Aug. 1. 


BANGKOK. Thailand Sept. 23 (AP) — 
Vietnam Thursday renewed its annua I call for 
expulsion of Cambodia's Khmer Rouge rep- 
resentatives from the United Nations, but 
said the rival Cambodian government it sup- 
ports in Phnom Penh was prepared to leave 
the U.N. seat vacant. 

_ Vietnam sent its armies to overthrow the 
Khmer Rouge regime in late 1978. but the 
K Inner Rouge — now part of a broader coali- 
tion government of Democratic Kampuchea 
— are still supported at the U.N. by a large 
majority. 

The U.N. began its 37th session Tuesday 
with former Cambodian head of state Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, now president of the 
coalition, as Cambodia's chief delegate. The
